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GREAT LONDON CROWDS 
CHEER KAISER WILHELM 


His Passage Through the City 
Marked by a Continual Ovation. 


IS NOW ON HIS WAY HOME 


Rejoins His Yacht at Port Victoria— 
Shows His Delight at the Manifes- 
tation of British Good-will. 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—That Emperor William 
of Germany was delighted at the remark- 
able demonstration of gratitude and affec- 
tion which greeted him here yesterday is 
undoubted, as is the fact that this gratitude 
and affection were,sincere. Nothing that 
the Kaiser could have done could have so 
endeared him to Englishmen as the thing 
he did do—leave all his affairs at home in 
order to pay a last tribute of respect to his 
grandmother, Queen Victoria. 

The Emperor William is now on board the 
imperial yacht Hohenzollern on his way 
home. He joined the yacht at Port Vic- 
tevia yesterday afternoon, after coming 
here from Windsor and receiving from Lon- 
cen crowds demonstrative expressions of 
their appreciation of his prolonged visit te 
England. 

The Emperor, -King Edward, Crown 
Prince. Frederick William, and the Duke of 
Cennatight arrived in London at 1:15 P. M. 
yesterday. At Paddington Station their 
Majesties were met by an assemblage of 
high Court and army officials. @The band 
present played ‘“‘God Save the King,” a 
procession was formed, and the royal car- 
riages were driven to Marlborough House, 
escorted by cavalry. 

In the first carriage, an open landau, 
King Edward had Emperor William on his 
Yight hand and Crown Prince Frederick 
William and the Duke of Connaught were 
on the opposite seat. The German Princes 
eceupied the second carriage, and then fol- 
lewed carriages with the suites. 

For the first time in many days the 
flags in the streets and on buildings flew 
at the flagstaff heads. The German flag 
was prominently displayed. Most of the 
clubs and hotels along the route were dec- 
orated, with the German flag hanging be- 
side of the royal standard and the Union 
Jack. A banner across St. James’s Street 
greeted the King and Emperor with the 
irscription: 

‘**God Bless You.” 

Such was the warmth of the demonstra- 
tion of welcome for the Kaiser that his 
Majesty had to keep his hand to his hat 
continually, giving -military salutes. The 
entire route was one incessant cheer, from 
Paddington Station to Marlborough House, 
the men waving their hats and the women 
their handkerchiefs. The ovation was, if 
anywhere, most vociferous at liyde Park 
and in Piccadilly. 

Thirty guests were entertained at a 
Inmncheon at Mariborough House. They in- 
cinded the Kaiser, the Duke of Connaught, 
the Duke of Cambridge, Crown Prince 
Vrederick William, Prince Christian of 
Schileswig-Holstein, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe. (Secretary of State tor War,) Sir 
Frank Lascelles, (British Ambassador to 
Germany,) Baron von Eckhardtstein, 
«Chargé d'Affaires at the German Em- 
hassy,) and Count von Metternich. Em- 
peror William sat at the right of King Ed- 
uae and the Crown Prince at the King’s 
eft. 

Emperor William's Speech at the luncheon 
dealt in the main with matters of purely 
family concern arising out of the death of 
Queen Victoria. There were ogly two 
speakers. King Edward thanked the Em- 

rer on behalf of the British people and 
timself. and gave him a cordia! farewell. 
The Kaiser replied in terms reciprocating 
the good wishes of the King. He is de- 
scribed as having spoken eloquently. Both 
monarchs alluded to the good understand- 
ing between the two peoples in furthering 
the cause of peace and civilization. King 
Edward complimented the Kaiser upon his 

Bpeech. 

After luncheon their Majesties left Marl- 
borough House for Charing Cross Station. 
A squadron of Horse Guards escorted them. 
The morning's ovation was repeated the 
wae way to the station. 

t was at Trafalgar Square and the sta- 
tion itself that the most remarkable demon- 
Stration occurred. Trafalgar Square was a 
sea of spectators. The crowds cheered lust- 
ify as each state carriage containing the 
members of the German suite passed, and 
shouted themsélves hoarse when, behind 
the brilliant escort of guards, Emperor 
William, King Edward, Crowri Prince 
Frederick William, and the Duke of Con- 
naught drove up in the same carriage.

He 
talked, laughed, and shook hands with all 
sround and smiled continually. King Ed- 
ward was equally cheerful. He appeared 
to be in better health than for weeks past. 
Emperor William wore a Field Marshal's 
uniform and King Edward and the Duke 
of Connaught wore German uniforms. 

King Edward introduced the Lord Mayor, 
Frank Greer, to the Emperor. The latter 
said he'much appreciated the fact that the 
ord Mayor. the head of the City of Lon- 
don. had come to bid him farewell. The 
Lord Mayor. in replying. declared that the 
citizens of London warmly appreciated the 
visit of the Emperor to England at a mo- 
ment’s notice upon the melancholy occa- 
sion of the Queen's death, and would never 
forget his kindness. 

The Emperor then remarked that the 
attachment between himself and the late 
Queen was a very close affection, and he 
could not do less than come to England at 
such a time. His Majesty added that he 
had been deeply moved by the marvelous 
spectacle which he had witnessed on Sat- 
urday. remarking that he had never seen 
anything like it which had so deeply im- 
pressed him. 

After an affectionate farewell between 
the two monarchs, the train started out, the 
Coldstream Guards’ Band playing the Ger-

Prince Henry of Prussia, who rejoined 
the German flagship Baden at Portsmouth 
yesterday afternoon, was gazetted to-night 
an Honorary Vice Admiral in the British 
The German squadron will sail this 
morning.

Introduced in Connecticut Legislature— 
Provides for Whipping as Punish- 
ment for Various Offenses. 
Special to The New York Times., 

NEW HAVEN, Feb. 5.—A whipping post 
bill was presented in the Legislature to- 
day by Mr. Freeman of Hartford. It pro- 
vides for the restoration of the whipping 
post for all offenses by boys under sixteen 
years of age when punishable by other 
means than imprisonment for life. The 
Court may impose twenty strokes of the 
lash in Heu of a penal sentence or of com- 

mitment to the reform school. 

The bill also provides that any male 
found guilty of beating or assaulting a 
woman, or of attempt to commit robbery 
accompanied by great physical violence, or 
of ree a minor to obtain a ransom, 
or of being a tramp and while being such 
of threatening women and children or en- 
deavoring to secure anything of value, may 
be moderately whipped, in Meu of or in ad- 
dition to imprisonment. 

The bill provides that a physician must be 
present at the whipping, which shall be in 
private, and not so severe as to endanger 
or impair the health of the offender.

THE SKYSCRAPER SWAYED. 


How a Coritroversy Caused by the Pen- 
dulum Performancé of Thirty Pict- 
ures of Croker Was Settled. 


In one of the skyscrapers near the City 
Hall there are over thirty pictures of Rich- 
ard Croker hung on the walls facing the 
desks of Commissioners, Deputy Commis- 
sioners, and politicians put in office by the 
Tammany leader. Yesterday in the height 
of the storm all of the Croker pictures kept 
swaying to and fro. The Tammany Com- 
missioners, who visit each other on official 
and political business, noticed the picture 
frames bobbing to the right and left in 
every office. 

In the office of Street Commissioner Na- 
gle a crowd of Harlem contractors and 
builders were congregated. The question 
arose whether the pictures were moved by 
the vibration of the building or by draughts 
of wind sweeping through crevices in the 
windows and doors. There was 42n argu- 
ment over the matter between ‘“ Jack” 
Nagle and George Lee, tiie professional 
oarsman, who of iate has been paying some 
attention to the building business. 

“IT tell you this building is swaying in the 
wind,” said Lee. : 

“You are swaying on your legs, 
Nagle. 

Then the Harlem contingent started to 
settle the question whether Croker’s pict- 
ures were bobbed about by the swaying 
of the cwenty -teur-cere skyscraper or by 
draughts. Lines wene taken by a dozen 
people on the lower structures with the 
edge of the skyscraper as a guide. Some 
of the politicians took large flagstaffs high 
in the air. They declared the skyscraper 
swayed over six inches in the high wind. 
In reality the flagstaffs swayed. Others 
could notice an oscillation of about an inch. 

The matter was finally submitted toa 
test. A room, in which was a large picture of 
Richard Croker, was closed tight. The 
crowd lookéd,all around for draughts from 
windows of doors, which would set the 

icture frame moving. Then the frame was 
hela in place for a few seconds. After wet- 
ting fingers and holding them around every 
side of the picture the experts determined 
that no draught could reach the frame 
which would cause it to move. The ex- 
yerts then sat down and watched Croker’s 
ikeness on the wall. In about ten seconds 
a slight movement was noticed. In less 
than a minute the picture was swaying to 
the right and left about two inches. 

**T told you so,” said ex-Oarsman Lee, 
triumphantly; ‘these big steel structures 
are made to sway in the wind. 

The experts all agreed to this decision

WIND 72 MILES AN HOUR. 


Vesse! Driven Ashore and Others De- 
layed by Floating Ice. 


Transatlantic liners and coastwise steam- 
ers that arrived, ferryboats, tugs, and oth- 
er craft reported that yesterday was the 
worst in months so far as navigation was 


concerned. The wind that swept over the 
water front, at one time reaching a velocity 
of seventy-two tailes an hour, aided by the 
drifting ice, made headway extremely la- 
borious. In the slips of the steamships the 


ice was caked hard, and tugs sent in to 
dislodge it so that vessels could dock had 
a tedious job. 

At the Atlas Mail Line piers, at the foot 
of West Twenty-sixth Street, the steamshi 
Anders, which arrived from South Ameri- 
can ports, was delayed for over an hour on 
arrival, awaiting the clearing of her dock 
by tugs The White Star liner Cymric also 
experienced great difficulty. 

Off the Hook, the weather was reported 
as being the roughest experienced this 
Winter. The Belgian steams 'p Olbers was 
driven ashore on the Long Island coast 
while en route from Quarantine to her 
Brooklyn pier. Busk & Jevons, her con- 
signees, had the Merritt & Chapman 

recking Company dispatch a tug to try 
and pull her back into deep water. The 
steamship Drumelzier also had a rough ex- 
perience in making the harbor, but finally 
—— her dock several hours later than 
usual. 

The City of Washington, from Colon, 
brought in an exhausted carrier pigeon 
which fell aboard when the vessel was 
about twenty-five miles southeast of Ab- 
secon Light. The bird had a band on its 
left leg hearing the initials N. A. and the

NAGLE FINES THE 
‘UVALDE COMPANY $4,100 


Says that They Failed to Clean 
Snow from 82 City Blocks. 


He Also Notifies Them that Speculators 
Must Stop Buying Pay Tickets 
from Snow Shovelers. 


The Tammany Hall politicians got mixed 
up in a whirlwind yesterday when Strcet 
Cleaning Commissioner Nagle announced 
that he had fined the Uvalde Asphalt Pav- 
ing Company $4,100 for failure to clean 
certain streets under its contract with the 
city. 

The Uvalde Asphalt Paving Company has 
been known. as ‘‘Croker’'s own corpora- 
tion,’’ and at various times Tammany men 
have stated that Richard Croker's sons 
and other Tammany leaders held large 
blocks of stock in the company. When 
Commissioner Nagle was seen last e¢ven- 
ing, he said: 

“I don’t know anything about the Uvalde 
Company except one thing. I ordered them 
to clean certain streets in the tenement 
house section. The poor people are enti- 
tled to have clean streets as well as the 
residents of Fifth Avenue. The contractor 
did not do the work I ordered him to do, 
and under the contract a penalty of $50 
for every block he fails to clean can be 
levied. I don’t know anything about the 
political part of the matter. 1 am here to 
see that the streets of New York are 
cleaned, and before [I get through I hope 
to show that I know my business and will 
attend to it."’ 

Commissioner Nagle had little sleep on 
Monday night. He had ordered the Uvalde 
Company to: start at 6 o'clock in the even- 
ing, and directed that certain sections be 
cleared of snow. Trouble arose at once. 
The Superintendent of the Uvalde Com- 
pany offered a lower price than that paid 
last year to the owners of horses and 
wagons. The teamsters in hundreds of in- 
stances refused to go to work. The con- 
tention by Commissioner Nagle was that 
the Uvaide Company should comply with 
the contract, and it made no difference to 
the city what the contractor paid for his 
wagons and trucks. The price offered to 
teamsteérs this year was 50 cents for the 
removal of each double load. Last year 
the price paid was between 62 and 68 cents 
per double load. 

After working nearly all night Commis- 
sioner Nagle came to his office yesterday 
and was on duty until after 4 o'clock. Just 
before leaving Commissioner Nagle wrote 
the following letter to the Uvalde Com- 
pany: 
R. T. Rokeby, President Uvalde Asphalt Paving 
Company, 1 Broadway, New York: 

Sir: Your company has failed to comply with 
the terms of the contract, dated Dee, 7, 1000, 
with the City of New York for the removal of 
snow and ice from the streets of this city, in 
the Borough of Manhattan. 

Your failure to clear a wumber of blocks in 
the Fourth Street Cleaning District which your 
company was ordered to clear, by..me or the

tract, namely, eighty-two blocks, makes the sum

This was’ not the only. trouble Commis- 
sioner Nagle had with the Uvalde Company 
yesterday, Here is another letter sent out 
y the Commissioner yesterday: 
Mr. Ralph T. Hokepe. President, 1 Broadway: 

Dear Sir; It has been reported to me that traf- 
fie is being carried on by speculators, who pur- 
chase the snow tickets from mén employed by 
you at @ certain discount, and this traffic takes 
place right at the door of your office. i 
It is quite needless for me to say to you that 
this is a nefarious practice, approaching, in my 
opinion, a system of nothing less than blackmail, 
and under the terms of your contract with this 
department it is specifically set forth that there 
shall be no delay in the payment of such claims 
by you or your representatives. 
I am further informed that this practice is 
carried on with the full knowledge and consent 
of your General Superintendents, who, it is stat- 
ed, fail to see any harm in it, and this has come 
to such a pass that, if continued, it will become 
incumbent with me to exercise my prerogative, 
conferred upon me by the terms of the con- 
tract, to order the dismissa! of any of your em- 
ployes who either connives at, countenances, or 
permits such blackmatli to be practiced on inno- 
cent and poor pedple. 
t think it is not necessary to go further into 
detail on this subject, but I shall look to you to 
see that an immediate and permanent stop is put 
to this practice, and I shail further expect you 
to take such action as will result in the dismissal 
of any of your employes who may be detected tn 
it. Very truly yours, 

P. E. NAGLE, Commissfoner. 

President Rokeby of the Uvalde Com- 
pany replied to this letter, saying that he 
had consulted his attorneys and was ad- 
vised that if the ‘ticket speculators are 
duly licensed by the city, we have abso- 
jutely no right to stop them on the streets 
or in the snow office.”’ 
‘We say that you can stop them in your 
own building.’’ wrote President Rokeby. 
*‘or the proprietor of any building can put 
them out, but we can't interfere with them 
on public property.’’ The letter says that 
the Superintendents have been instructed 
to do all they can to discourage the specu. 
lators. 
Commissioner Nagle was angry when he 
received this letter. He said: 


“Well, what do you think of that? Here 


earned money, and they say they can’t 
be stopped because it is on city property. 
I have ordered these speculators out of 
the snow office, now temporarily occupied 
by the Uvalde Company. Say, if I went 
up there, I think I would stop this robbing 
of poor people, even if they were ticket 
speculators and cqrried on this kind of 
business on the streets. How can men who 
rob these poor people be ticket speculators 
under the law? am not through with 
this matter. I think such a system should 
be broken up. Any man who trades on 
the necessities of men so poor as the snow 
shovelers is noeeing less. than a human 
vulture. I don't like, men of this kind, 
and they had better keep out of my wey. 
T am after them, and there’ will be trouble 
if I catch any of them carrying on their 
contemptible business.”’ 

Commissioner Nagle is 6 feet’ 4 inches in 
height, weighs over 240 pounds, and is an 
athlete and wrestler. 

“They say such a blackmailing scheme 
can’t be stopped. Well, it will be stopped, 
and that suddenly, too.” ‘ 

Commissioner Nagle brought his fist down 
on a desk with strength enough to break

Late last evening Commissioner Nagle 
notified the Uvalde Asphalt Compan to 
‘‘quit’’ work on the Fourth Stree Clean. 
ing District, : 

Fram reports of the Street Cleaning De- 
partment, it is shown that Broadway, from 
the Battery “to Forty-second Street, Fifth 
Avenue to Fifty-ninth Street. Fourteenth, 
Twenty-third, Forty-second, and One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Streets have been 
cleared of snow. 

President. Rokeby of the Uvaldé Company 
when seen last evening said: 

“The action of Commissioner Nagle in 
fixing a penalty of $4.100 on this company 
is unjust. We had 140 men working in the 
Fourth Street Cleaning District on Monday 
night and 160 men to-day. There is piled 
up ready to be carted away all the snow 
on fifteen blocks, which the Street Cleaning 
Commissioner claims have not been 
cleaned. We have had trouble getting 
carts. jf it.was a heavy snowstorm then 
the carts usually ugad for carrying dirt. 
bricks, and coa} would be idle and we could 
get them for use on snow removal. Now 
they are all in use and we have found it 
very difficult to get the carts, We will 
carry the contest into the courts.” 
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Ex-Controller Makes a Defense of 


Trusts and Says Talent Is 
Rewarded. 
Specia! to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—James H. Eckels, ex- 
Controller 6f the Currency, spoke in the 
University of Chicago to-day on ‘ Individ- 
ualism.”” He made a defense of trusts in 
general and during his remarks said: 

‘““Many men seem to think there is no 
room for individuals in modern commercial 
life, but in my opinion at no time in our 
hjstory has there been so much opportunity 
for individual effort and action as at pres- 
ent. Combinations of capital in business 
are looked upon with distrust, but I am 
free to confess that I see nothing at all 
harmful, detrimental, or dangerous in com- 
binations, provided the combination is prop- 
erly made and under an honorable manage- 
ment.” 

Mr. Eckels spoke on railroads as an ex- 
ample of beneficial corporations or trusts, 
and said: 

‘Railroad corporations give better serv- 
ice, cheaper rates, and better accommoda- 
tion, and no railroad organization has 
been formed for the purpose of fleecing a 
community. In railroad combinations and 
all others, the individual that displays tal- 
ent for business will rapidly advance, and 


never has there been such opportunity or 
such remuneration for talent.’ 


STEEL PRICES TO ADVANCE. 


Pittsburg Mill Men Coming Here to At- 
tend Meetings. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 5.—Willis L. King of 
Jones & Laughlins and Frank Hirsch of 
American Steel. and Wire Company, 
this city, will leave to-morrow night for 
New York to attend meetings of steel man- 
ufacturers to advance prices on rails, bil- 
lets, &c. At the October meeting of the 
rail pool the price was muae ‘$26. While 
the rail mills have orders for about 1,000,000 
tons, worth $26,000,000, on hand it is thought 
the railroad companies have been holding 
back too long for lower prices. 

When the twenty-six-dollar rate was 
made it will be remembered many of the 
railroad Presidents claimed the price should 
have been cut to not over $28. The result 
was that only enough orders were placed to 
fill the bare needs of the railways this 
year. An increase of $1 per ton will be 
made, and this it is thought will bring 
many orders before the new price goes into 
effect. Bessemer billets it is claimed will 
be advanced from $19.75 to $20.75 a ton at 
Pittsburg. ' 


THE VENEZUELAN TROUBLES. 


Castro Believed to be Encouraging Co- 
lombian Rebels, and Colombia the 


Venezuelan Insurgents. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—It is beginning 
to be generally believed that a close con- 
nection exists between the revolutionists in 
Venezuela and Colombia. The two nations 
have beer hostile for some time, and this 
unfriendliness has lately been approaching 
an open breach. Neither wants war if the 
same result*-can be obtained by other 
means, and it is now reasonably certain 

t each Governmen? is encouraging the 
volution sgainst the other. Gen. Vribe's 
st-Yehellfon was crushed by the Colom- 

bilan euthorities. His. present attempt to 
revive it is sald to be due to the encourage- 
ment cf Presijient Castro's Government, 
while the rebellion against Castro is said to 
receive similar support from the Colombian 
Government. 

“These things, however,” said.a gonties 
man of much diplomatic experience to-day, 
**do not mean the same in these countries 
that they would in otherg—that is, they do 
not show any unity of polliev on the part of 
the revolutionists and the Government that 
encourages them. They have rather a per- 
sonal than a political meaning. The revolu- 
tionary leader works in with the rival Gov- 
ernment to. advance his personal ends and 
to reach an. immediate result, and he may 
be found antagonizing that Government to- 
morrow. These alliances and understand- 
ings shift sc rapidly in such countries that 
{t is impossible to keep track of them. 

The State Department has consented to a 
request from Tracy, Boardman & Platt. of 
New York to be gllowed to make argu- 
ments in addition to that already made in 
support of the claim of the New York and 
Bermudez Asphalt Company.

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—The Mayor declared 
himself to-day’ against the proposed in- 
erease of Aldermanic salaries from $1,500 
a year to $3,500 or $5,000,

IS AGAIN ARRESTED 


Paying Teller of the West Side 
Bank a Fugitive Twenty Years. 


STOLE $97,000 IN 1881 


Once Before Apprehended, but Could 
Not Be Extradited—Caught This 
Time in Washington. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ROSSLAND, B. C., Feb. 5.—Charles A. 
Hinckley, alias Charles S. Morris, has been ; 
arrested in Conconoly, a mining camp in 
Washington, just south of the boundary 
line. Hinckley was the paying teller of 
¢he West Side Bank, New York, from the 
time it started, in 1868, to May 14, 1881. On 
that day he disappeared and with him went 
$97,000 of the bank’s funds. It is claimed 
he went back in disguise when his wife died 
several years afterward and attended her 
funeral. He carefully secluded himself till 
the year 1899. 

A hotel burned down in Columbia, British 
Columbia. thirty miles west of here, and 
detectives from the East were sent for by 
Hinckley and associates in order to detect 
the incendiaries. One of these recognized 
Hinckley from a picture which he had in 
his possession. Hinckley was then one of 
tae owners of the town site. 

The west side bank people were communi- ! 
cited with, and Theodore M. Bertine, 
Cashier, and Fred A. Cump, its attorney, 
came here and caused Hinckley's arrest in 


September, 1899. He was taken before 
Judge Forin, in this city, and he was dis- 
charged on the ground that the offense 
or which he was accused was not extra- 
ditable at the time it was committed, and 
that the extradition treaty could not be 
made retroactive. 

Then he left here and went out into the 
Similkameen section, 150 miles west, where 
he acquired an interest in a town site and 
seventeen mineral claims at Keremeos. The 
bank people secretly offered a reward of 
$10,000 for MHinckley’s apprehension on 
American.soil, and Bert Miller, Secretary of 
Col. W. C. Haywood, the latter of the Sum- 
mit Town Site Company. lured him across 
the international boundary line to Con- 
conoly, where officers were in waiting, and 
he was placed under arrest. As soon as 
extradition papers can be obtained from the ! 
Governor of Washington he will be taken 
back to New York. 

Hinckley is now fifty-nine years old, and 
before he came to this section four years 
ago he was operating in mines in the Lake 
of the Woods country and was reputed to 
be worth $60,000 and frequently visited To- 
ronto to push his mining deals. He has 
still considerable: money, and it is largely 
invested in mines and town sites. 

Fred Whitaker of Grand Forks, 
Columbia, is said to have originated the 
plan by tvhich Hinckley was induced to 
eross the tine. He is now visiting relatives 
in Brooklyn. 


Christian F. Tietzen, President of the 
West Side Bank, seemed much surprise to 
learn of the arrest of Hinckley. 

“Tt is of no avail.”’ said he, “if he has 
been. arrested in Canada. ror we.tried tha. 
once before. After a chase of two years 
rie lentes him in re Princeton, Baten 
Colu ut t reaty of extra on 

mri tt offenses of his class. So 
he successfully fought extradition although 
he had stolen in 1884 $97,000. Since then 
I have received two letters making certain 
propositi{ons to lure him across the line into 
this country. But, thinking they came 
from the man himself as feelers I paid no 
attention to them. 

“Only to-day I ot a telegram from 
Spokane, on the border, saying that Hinck- 
ley was in the United States close to the 
border and could be arrested. I put this 
into the hands of certain parties for con- 
sultation, but no steps had been taken. 

o I am at a loss to account for this news. 
dinckley lived alone in the mountains near 
Kossland. and it may be that the snow 
and cold forced him to cross the line, 
which was near to him, in order to pur- 
chase supplies. : : 

“Tf he hes been arrested in the United 
States and the dispatch sent from the 
nearest telegraph station, happening to be 
a Canadian point, the bank will bring him 
back and he will be prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law.” 

Although the bank did not suffer in repu- 
tation because of Hinckley, the duty of 
hunting him down was carried on by two 
successive Presidents, and the search ex- 
tended over a considerable period. Some 
time in 1897 a rumor reached President 
Tietzen that Hinckley had visited New 
York and buried his wife in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. A. L. Camp and his son, Fred- 
erick Camp, who were employed by the 
bank, went to the Board of Health and 
found that the woman had been buried 
under the name of Macey. 

They then traced the man answering to 
the description of Hinckley back to Jer- 
sey Oijity. where he had arrived with a 
body. Subsequently the Camps found the 
hotel in Cleveland where the woman had 
died. 

The couple were registered there as Mr. 
and Mrs. C. S. Morris. The entry in the 
register was cut from the book and taken 
back to New York, where experts pro- 
nouneed it the writing of Hinckley. Subse- 
quently Hinckley was located in Princeton, 
where he had become an officer of the Co- 
lumbia Town Site Company. President Tiet- 
zen does not think that Hinckiey now has 
anv of the bank's money. 

He thinks the arrest might be attributed 
to the fact that at the time of Hinckiey’s 
successful resistance to extradition’ the 
case gained great note so that border Sher- 
iffs knowing the defaulter might have ap- 
prehended him.

The company which will 
present the first play, ‘.The New 
stead,”’ is now rehearsing.

THE HAGUE, Feb. 5.—To-day was 
marked by further receptions in connection 
with the forthcoming marriage of Queen 
Wilhelmina and Duke Henry of Mecklen- 
burg-Scherwin. Additional guests arrived 
at the palace, and there were more choral 
serenades. Everybody is wearing a rosette

The gala performance at the theatre was 
a brilliant spectacle.

At 9:30 o’clock two officials bearing can- 
dies, ushered in Queen Wilhelmina, who 
was attired in white satin and lace, and 
wore a diadem of brilliants, a pearl neck- 
lace. the Grand Cross of the Lion of the 
Netherlands, and the chain of the Mecklen- 
burg Order. 

Duke Henry foilowed, wearing the unl- 
form of a Rear Admiral. and the Grand 
Cross of the Lion of the Netherlands. Then 
came the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, Duke Adolph Frederick of Meck- 
lenburg, Duchess Maria, Prince Albert of 
Prussia, the Queen Mother, Grand Duke 
Viadimir of Russia, and other royalties. 

fhe theatre was crowded with Ministers, 
diplomats, and officers, all in full uniform.

divorce shall be granted solely upon de- 
fault nor solely upon admissions by the plead- 
ings, nor except upon hearing before the court 
in open session. 

After divorce either party may marry 
again, but in cases where notice has been 
given by publication only, and the defend- 
ant has not appeared, no decree or judg- 
ment of diverce shall become final or oper- 
ative until six months after hearing and 
decision.

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The bill providing for 
a single Commissioner of Police for New 
York City was mailed to Mayor Van Wyck 
to-night. It passed the Assembly to-day 
by a vote of 101 to 43. The vote was on 
strict party lines. It was taken after a 
whole afternoon devoted to debate, in 
which very little interest was manifested. 
The determination of the Assembly to pass 
the bill was so well known that the elo- 
quence of the orators was wasted. There 
were very few spectators in the Chamber 
at any time during the debate, and there 
was a very large proportion of empty 
chairs on the floor of the Assembly. 

The sole feature of the debate on the bill, 
which aroused any great interest, was the 
threat made by Assemblyman Fitzgerald, 
one of the Tammany members. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald gave warning that if the bill was 
passed and became a law there might be 
consequences which the Republicans would 
not like. 

“If you give us a single Commisstoner,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ we will not longer stand respon- 
sible for the Herlihys and Crosses put in 
the department by Republican influence, 
and for whose disgraceful acts Tammany 
has been unjustly held up to public scorn.”’

THE ASSEMBLY DEBATE.

; men cumprising the Police Department of 


Greater New York are unfaithful to the 
publie interest is a ridiculous proposition. 

**Does vice thrive in New York despite 
the efforts of police, press, and pulpit? 
So does it thrive in every city great or 
small in the State, in the Nation, in the 
world at large. The impression is sought 
to be created that New York is the wicked- 
est city om the globe. I do not believe the 
people of the metropolis deserve to be thus 
tranded. I believe that there are within 
its borders as large a percentage of reputa- 
ble, upright, moral people as can be found 
in any city in the State or in the Union. 
New York is a cosmopolitan city, every na- 
tionality being represented in its popula- 
ion. These bring with them their national 
characteristics and peculiar racial habits. 
She also has a large floating or non-resi- 
dent population, reaching in all probability 
a hundred thousand daily. These are in 
New York for business and for fun, and so 
it happens that New Yorkers are charged 
with the sins of these people in addition to 
their own. 

“Tf it is fair to state that vice flourishes 
in New York as a result of paid protection 
by the police. then it is equally fair to 
assert that it flourishes in Republican 
Fhiladelphia and cities,;up the State PY 
Why. 
even staid old Albany, under Republican 
contral, has its seamy side. The reliable, 
conservative Argus charged repeatedly in 
its columns a few weeks since that vice was 
rampant in this city. The subject was 
taken up by the pulpit, which sustained 
the charges of The Argus. Kut I have failed 
to note the adoption of such stringent 
measures for its eradicatfon as were adopt- 
ed in New York. 


THE HOME RULE PRINCIPLE. 


“It has always been undegstood that the 


Constitutional Convention was committed 
to the policy of home rules for cities. As 
regards the Greater City, its chartetr made 
the term of the Mayor four years, and he 


was given the power of appentment of all 


the more important officialy who were not 
made elective, the idea beiny that the in- 
creased term of his office wuld give him 
greater independence in the svlection of ap- 
pointive officials, for whose conduct in of- 
fice he would be held resporsible. On the 
other hand, the Governor vw'as given the 
power of removal of the Maycr in the event 
of his failure to discharge hi¢ duties in the 
public interest or to take due notice of the 
dereliction of any of his appointees. This 
provision affords a_ sufficte:t safeguard, 
even in the event. which seenis most likely 
to occur, of the Mayor provirg recreant to 
the high duties and responsi ilities of the 
Chief Magistracy of the greatest city in 
the New World. : 

‘This - provision, granting power of re- 
moval to the Governor of.a subordinate of 
the Mayor, I am advised by eminent legal 
authority. is unconstitutéonal in that it 
violates Section 2 of Article X. of the Con- 
stitution of the State. Why should the 
Legislature continue to enact partisan laws 
of this character, which have {n numerous 
cases been held unconstitutional by the 
Court of Appeals? 

“We have apparently reached another 
period in the history of charter tinkering 
for New York, where_the former experi- 
ment of a bi-partisan Police Board having 
proved unsatisfactory to its authors an- 
other experiment is proposed, not in the 
yublic interest, but for the pyrpose of plac- 
ng in the hands of a Republican Governor 
another club with which to coerce the local 


authorities.”’ 
Mn FITZGERALD'S EFFORT. 


Mr. Fitzgerald of New York, in opposing 
the bill, prefaced his remarks with the 
statement that he spoke not for the organi- 
zation of Tammany Hall, but for himself 
and the constituency which he represented. 
The New York members, he alleged, were 
not opposed to a single-headed commis- 


sion, provided the plank giving the Gov- 
ernor the power of removal was eliminated. 
“If you will only give us the police leg- 
islation we ask for,’ continued the speak- 
er, “\untrammeled by the Governor, we 
will then be able to get rid of your Inspect- 
or Crosses and Herlihys and others whe 
shake their fists under citizens’ noses and 
threaten all sorts of things. tell you. 
gentlemen, if you pass this kill you will 
make a mistake, which will come back to 
lague the perpetrators of ft. You dare not 
ive us a single-headed commisison with- 
out siying the Governor the power of re- 
moval.” 

Mr. Davis of New York, in answer to Mr. 
Fitzgerald's argument. said \he could not 
understand why the Democrats should op- 





pose the bill, which would keep a Demo- 
cratic Commissioner in office. ‘ All he has 
to do,” said Mr. Davis, ‘‘is to conduct him- 
self properly in office, but just so surely 
as he fails to do so then the heavy hand of 
Gov. Odell will take him by the neck and 
yank him out of office.” - 

The constitutionality of bills of this cali- 
bre, he said, had been thrashed‘ out in the 
House during 1899, by ‘the. leader of the 
minority, George Palmer. In closing, Mr. 
Davis said he deeply regretted that so 
much of New York City’s dirty linen should 
be washed in legislative halls. ——

J. T. Smith of New York occupied the 
time allotted to him in defending Chief 
Devery, who he alleged was the best Chief 
of Police that New York City had ever had.

Ss. F. Hyman of New-York contended that 
the bill was imperfect, inasmuch as it did 
not specifically state that the Mayor was 
to appoint—it only placed.a limitation upon 
the time during which the Mayor may ap- 
point. He denounced the measure as a 
purely political one. , 

Mr. Henry of New York thought that the 
New York City Police Department should 
be divorced from politics, and the bill now 
before them was a step in the right direc- 
tion. If the party was defeated next Fall 
he was perfectly willing to ‘‘ take his med- 
icine.” he bill was intended to centralize 
the power and place the responsibility 
where it should be. 

Mr. Reilly of New York said that he had 
not heard of any mass meetings having 
been held in New York City to urge the 
passage of the bill nor had public senti- 
ment warranted it. Because Chief Devery 
had centralized vice in one district—the 
Red Light district—he must be punished 
forsooth, when in reality he was entitled to 
a medal and not censure by a _ political 


arty. 
er MORE ARGUMENTS. 


Mr. Sanders of New York, in opposing 
the bill, said in part: “ We are told that 
this bill will cure all evils that we suffer 
in the City of New York. Will it be the 
means of stamping out vice or reforming 
habitual criminals? If you are sincere in 
your efforts to crush out vice in the great- 
er city, why not pass laws which will curb 


it. by placing such resorts under the juris- 
diction of the State Public Health Depart- 
ment Mke they do in all the large cities of 
Europe? I welcome the propouition of a 
single-headed commission, but I don’t think 
it is constitutional to give the Governor the 
power of removal, If this bill is passed the 
t’ ne will come, gentlemen, when we will be 
*.a position to retaliate, and I romise you 
@ at we will take swift and ample revenge. 

Mr. Wilson of Kings, in favoring the bill, 
Said the power of removal was really con- 
eurrent, as the Mayor had the power to re- 
move, but in case he failed to do his duty 
then the Governor was to interfere and re- 
move. 

, Mr. Harburger of New York said on the 
start that he was going to be just a trifle 
unparliamentary_in his remarks, but he 
trusted that the Chair would bear with him. 

“Has the gentleman even been known to 

e parliamentary in his remarks?” asked 
Mr. Lewis of Monroe, which question raised 
quite a laugh. 

“Mr. Lewis asked that question merely 
for notoriety’s sake and to have his name 
recorded on the Journal,” replied Mr. Har- 
burger. 

Mr. Harburger then proceeded to attack 
the wide-open vice which he said existed in 
Albany to-day. The measure was an out- 
rageous one, he said, and the people of 
New York City would take dire vengeance 
at the next election in case it became a 
law. 

Mr. Prince of New York asked the ma- 
jority to get right down to business and be 
fair in their utterances and say that what 
they were seeking under the bill was the 
; 1tronage that goes with it. 

“The lame argument is advanced,” said 
ne, ‘‘ by the supporters of this measure 
that if the Governor is vested with the 
power of removal then vice will ultimately 
bs crushed out in New York City. Bishop 
Potter, Father Ducey, and other reverend 
clergymen have admitted that vice could 
rot be stamped out entirely in New York." 

Mr. Lewis of Monroe upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the Bill. The hue and cry of 
*“‘home rule violation’’ was all bosh. The 
speaker quoted a section of the Constitu- 
tion to show that the question of the en- 
forcement of the laws. of the State was not 
n question that was to bedeft to the judg- 
ment of the local authorities. Néw York 
City was diseased, said the speaker, and 
should be cured by perfecting the police 
system. 

Mr. Sanders of New York interrupted t6 
ask if murderers were permitted to kill 
women in. the streets of Rochester and go 
free, why should not that city have special 
police legislation ? 

‘** Most, cheerfully would I vote to favor 
an amendment making this act applicable 
te Rochester if the existing condition war- 
rented it, but it doesn’t,”’ replied Mr. Lewis. 

“Is it not a fact that the police of Roch- 
ester were charged with protecting the 
poolrooms?”’ asked Mr. McKeown of Kings. 

“Yes; such a charge was made, but upon 
investigation it was found to be false,” re- 
torted the speaker. 

ee That's just the case with the New York 
police exactly,” put in Mr. McKeown; 
“they were charged with protecting the 
poolrooms, but the charges fell through.” 


MR. LYNN’S PLEA. 


Mr. Lynn of New York then made an 
earnest plea to the majority not to pass 
the measure, which was a purely political 
grab one. He said in part: 


“You have destroyed the morale of the 

police force of New York by granting to 
orivate associations powers that compet the 
olice Department to play second fiddle. 
There is not a function properly belonging 
to the city constabulary that has not been 
apportioned off to others. When it comes 
to a crisis in the use of this power, the po- 
lice are held responsible for all shortcom- 
ings and the private associations get all 
the praise for anything good accomplished. 
Whenever.there is a conflict of authority 
the private association is upheld, because it 
is said that it has been created especially 
to perform the work, and the police force 
has no right to interfere. 
. “I repeat that you. have given to ever 
» harisee a right by legislation to play with 
tte moral forces of our city. You have, un- 
ike the Medes and Persians, made laws 
caly to have them broken. You have vio- 
gited the rule of fair play in dealing with 
he roblems of social life 

“To the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children you have delegated a 
part of the authority of the police. To the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals you have delegated another part. 
To the Society for the Suppression of Vice 
you have delegated still another portion. 
And to numberless other societies and as- 
sociations, who, while they mean all 
right, are in a sense but spies on the police 
force, you have given the right to do things 
for which the potios, and not they, will 
be held responsible if there be cause for 
future complaint. You have yiolated the 
commandment in coveting your neighbor's 
goods, and to obtain such goods have bur- 
dened our city with laws oppressive,” 


THE DEBATE CLOSES. 


Mr. Allds closed the debate, He said in 
part: 


“We are informed that this legislation 
will be a precedent for the interfering in 
police matters in other cities in the State 
and in the large villages, and are warned 
in a tender and touching way why we 
should hesitate, else at some future time 
the entire police matters of the State shall 
be administered from Albany. 

“I desire to say to my distinguished 
friend from Schoharie and his fellow-mem- 
bers that there aremany members around this 
circle upon my right who would find fully as 
nuch satisfaction in voting for a bill drawn 

long those lines as they will find in voting 
or this bill. The whole trouble with this 
ry that this bill violates the principles of 
ome rule is to be found in a false premise, 
>» wit. that the administration of the police 
ower is primarily lodged in the locality. 

“It has been asserted in the course of 
the discussion of this bill that the Repub- 
lican Party seeks through the provision 
giving the Governor the power of removal 
to obtain in some way control over the 
police situation. But standing here author- 
ized to speak for the Republican roe 
in this Assembl¢, I desire to deny any suc 
intention. I want to say to you that one 
of the great reasons why we desire the 
passage of this present bill is that under 
the present bi-partisan form, not bi-parti- 
san in fact, but simply in form, we are 
charged with partial responsibility for po- 
‘ice administration in the City of New York, 
and we desire absolutely to clear our skirts 
of the possibility of any such imputation. 

“This bill may be summarized in a sin- 
gle sentence as a deliberate attempt of the 
Republican Party to define responsibility 
and. to place it upon a single Commissioner 
of Police appointed and removable by who- 
ever shall selected by the people of the 
City of New York to ie and govern them 
in local matters. ‘Ah,’ m ends say, 
‘you have reserved to the ernor of the 
State wer to remove the Commissioner 
of Pollce” It is true that we have. It is 
the least which the State, in justice to the 
whole State, can do in giving this legisla- 
‘ion to the City of New York. 

“Instead of seeking by indirection to 
covern the police of the City of New York 
xy a bi-pa n Police Board, the dominant 
party of the State says to the dominant 
party of the City of New York, ‘ Select your 
own man. as Commissioner. Let him be 
r and thus you, forough him. 
r te the City of New York for 

qrgsuisation end administration of 


your Police Department and in all things 
Save one, you and he shall be supreme and 
answerable only to the locality. But, inas- 
much as you are administering”’for and in 
behalf of the State within the confines of 
your locality, one of the strongest and most 
important of the functions of the State, to 
wit, the police power of the te, we re- 
serve to whomever shall have been elected 
by a majority of the entire State to rule 
and govern the State, the power to step 
in in a single instance in any great emer- 
gency to remove a derelict official, who, 
unless instantly removed, might by his 
misdeeds thwart the will of the people and 
practically overturn good government, 


OBJECTS OF THE BILL. 


“Just a word as to the constitutionality 
ef the provisions of the proposed bill. Un- 
der the Constitution power is given to the 
Legislature to provide for the manner of 
appointment of a local officer when pro- 


vision has not been made in the Constitu- 
tion for his election. It is simply a limita- 
tion that his appointment, mark you, only 
his appointment, shall be by some local au- 
thority or board. This bill provides for his 
removal by a local authority, and also by 
the Governor when the public interest shall 
require. There is no other power given to 
the Governor than to the local removing 
oower. Under the charter of the City of 

ew York the Governor has power to re- 
move your Controller, who is an elected 
officer. If the Governor has power under 
the Constitution, and no one has ever gain- 
said it, of removing that elected officer, 
upon what ground can you gainsay his 
right to remove an appointed officer whose 
only existence is dependent on legislative 
enactment and executive approval? 

“This legislation does not invade the 
principle of home rule in the City of New 
York, but is far more liberal in the giving 


of home rule than any police legislation, 


which you have ever received at the hands 
of the Legislature. This is no attack upon 
the fair fame of the City of New York, for 
I care not whether the men who sit in 
these seats around this circle come from 
the confines of Greater -New York or 
whether they fitly represent the sturdy 
yeomanry and the conservative urban peo- 
ple up the State, every one of us is proud 
of imperial New York, which is the metrop- 
olis of the Empire State, and we recognize 
that the welfare of the whole State is 
bound up in the welfare of the City of New 
York, and just as we legislate for good 
government throughout the upper portion 
of the State, so, likewise, we desire to 
legislate wisely and conservatively for the 
good government of the City of New York.” 

Several amendments were then voted 
upon and “ killed ’”’ by rising votes, and the 
bill was advanced to third reading. Mr. 
Kelsey thereupon moved the bill for final 
passage. Mr. Allds moved a call of the 
House. 

The bill was then put upon final passage 
and passed by a strict party vote of 101 
yeas, 43 nays. Those who explained their 
vote on final passage were Messrs. Fitz- 
gerald. Cooley, Bennett, O’Connell, San- 
ders, T. P. Sullivan, Van Name, and Hy- 
man. 

Messrs. Cooley of Westchester and Ben- 
nett of New York, in explaining their vote, 
said that they thought that section of the 
bill giving the Governor power of removal 
was unconstitutional, but they believed the 
bill was perfect otherwise, and that was 
the reason they voted for it. 


THE RAMAPO REPEAL BILL. 


Merchants’ Association Gives Reasons 
Why It Should Be Passed by 
the Legislature. 


ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York City has sent its an- 
swer to the queries about the Ramapo 
Repeal bill raised by Edward Lauterbach 
and the Assembly Committee on Cities is 
now in charge of the matter. The brief, 
which is quite lengthy, closes by saying 
that the law in existence at present should 
be repealed because: 

1, It wrongfully delegates public powers for 
private uses and private profit. 

2, It permits private property to be taken from 
its owners by means of such wrongfully dele- 
gated public powers, on the false pretense of pub- 
lic use, and to convert the property so taken to 
the private use of the Ramapo Water Company. 

3. It endows the Ramapo ater Company with 
extensive powers and privileges, both public 
and private, which are specifically denied all 
other water companies. 

4. By virtue of the conditions recited, it can 
readily create a vast monopoly by so using the 
public powers wrongfully delegated to it aa to 
obtain sole control of all water rights, including 
sources of water supply 2nd water powers 
throughout a large part of the State, exc 
water rights 48 are now actually used. 
public water stipply of municipalittes. 

5. Such monopoly is now in process of active 
formation by the Ramapo Water Compainy un- 
der the provisions of the special act .of 1895, 
whose repeal is. sought. It has in its own name 
acquired controlling water rights in the Counties 
of Westchester, utnam, Dutchess, Columbia, 
Rockland, Orange, Ulster, Albany, Schoharie, 
Schenectady, Montgomery, Delaware, Sullivan, 
and Greene. 

6. The public powers delegated to the Ramapo 
Water Company have never been used by it for 
the public service and cannot be actually so 
used as to most of the territory named above, It 
is the intent of the Ramapo Water Company, 
not, in good faith, to use the water rights ac- 
quired under the public powers delegated ‘to it 
for the public purpose of a water supply, but to 
use them principally for the private purpose of 
generating and selling electric power. 

“The broad fact,’ the brief continues, 
“that the public powers are to be used to 
effect a monopoly of an essential of life, 
for private gain, is alone amply sufficient 
ground for depriving the Ramapo Water 
Company of the public powers which ii 
seeks to thus abuse. Delegated public pow- 
ers cannot be rightfully used either against 
the public welfare or for private purposes 
Ne one will contend that a huge monopoly 
controlling the water rights of a large part 
of the State is for the public good, nor 
that public powers so employed to the det- 
riment of'the public are not abused. 

“The essential question, therefore, he- 
fere your honorable committee is whether 
Chapter 985, Laws of 1895, is obnoxious to 
the general welfare, in that it permits pub- 
lic powers to be perverted from their prop- 
e* uses, and threatens great harm to ihe 
whole body politic. If so, it is your duty 
to remove the danger by resuming the pub- 
lic powers, in order that they may nct be 
harmfully used against the people, instead 
of being used for their benefit. 

“The existence of this law is a public 
wrong, for it permits public powers to he 
used against the public welfare. For that 
reason it should be repealed, No rights 
ean be derived from that which is tnherent- 
ly wrongful. The Ramapo Water Company 
ean have no rights in the harmful use of 
public powers. To deprive it of its powers 
of abuse may inflict damage upon it, but 
does not subject it to wrong. 

“The powers which we attack are wrong- 
ful powers; the contract to which we are 
opposed is a profligate contract; the effect 
of that contract will be harmful to the 
people of the whole State. Therefore, we 
pray that the people of this city be af- 
forded the only adequate protection in the 
power of the Legislature to grant, that of 
making a wrongful contract impossible by 
taking from the Ramapo Water Company 
the public powers by whose wrongful use 
the people both of the city and the State are 


endangered.” 
COLER OFF TO FIGHT RAMAPO., 


Starts for Albany To-day to Urge Re- 
peal of the Company’s Charter. 


Controller Coler will start for Albany to- 
day to urge the Legislature to pass the law 
repealing the charter of the Ramapo Water 
Company. He will stay two days in Al- 
bany. Controller Coler said yesterday: 

‘The Merchants’ Association is doing all 
it can to get the repeal bill through, but 
that is not enough. Bills very often get 
lost in the legislative committees and it is 
necessary that there should be an unmis- 
takable and widespread demand for the 

assage of the bill. The matter should be 
Pept constantly before the public, and that 
is the reason for my R The people 
should take an interest in this matter and 
send delegations to Albany to keep the mat- 
ter tn front. 

“I don’t mean to charge that the Repub- 
licans are not acting in good faith, but the 
fact that the bill has been in the Legislat- 
ure for a month without — upon it 
shows that a public demand is needed at 
this time for the passage of the bill. The 
bill was referred to a committee a week 
ago, and nothing has been heard of it since 
notwithstanding the fact that Gov, Odell 
has declared in favor of it.”

WANT SPECIAL JURY LAW 


Committee of Fifteen Opposes Re- 
peal of the Measure. 


Because, It Is Said, It Is About to Pros- 
ecute. Cases Against Certain 
Tammany Officials. 


Special to The New York Times 


ALBANY, Feb. 5.—When the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee had under consideration 
to-day the bill introduced by Senator Els- 
berg repealing the special jury law for 
Greater New York there was in the posses- 
sion of Chairman Stranahan a letter, 
knowledge of which was needed to en- 
lighten the proceedings. 

Although the bill had been introduced by 
Senator Elsberge, the member of the com- 
mittee who took the most active part in 
the cross-examination of those who came 
to support it was Senator Grady. District 
Attorney Philbin, Assistant District Attor- 
ney Osborne, M. Linn Bruce, representing 
the special Jury Commissioner of New 
York, and Edward J. Dooley the special 
Jury Commissioner of Brooklyn, were all 
questioned by Senator Grady with the evi- 
dent purpose of bringing out the class, 
character, and unfairness of the special 
jury system, and the justice, not to men- 
tion other beneficial effects, of having one 
general jury list from which to draw for 
all cases of whatever character. 

The interest of Senator Grady in the re- 
peal bill may have had no relation what- 
ever to the letter in Senator Stranahan’s 
possession. It may be that Senator Grady 
had no knowledge of the letter. But when 
the existence of the letter became known 
certain gentlemen of a mathematical turn 


of mind began to put two and two to- 
gether. 


The letter was from Austen G. Fox, the 
Chairman of the Legislative Committee of 
the Committee of Fifteen. Mr. Fox is op- 
posed to the repeal of the special jury 
law. He thinks, and the Committee of 


Fifteen thinks, that the passage of the 
Eisberg bill would be a mistake. It is not 
known that Mr. Fox advances any reasons 
in his letter to Chairman Stranahan which 
would throw any light upon the special 
interest of the Committee of Fifteen in the 
special jury law. But in the general com- 
ment on Mr. Fox's letter mention was 
made of the fact that the Committee of 
Fifteen is about to prosecute a number of 
cases against aeay officials. 

Mr. Bruce said the inauguration of the 
ooo jury system had cost $125,000, and 
that it would be foolish to abandon it be- 
fore it had been given a fair test. There 
had been but four trials before special 
juries thus far. The reason why there 
had not been more was because the con- 
stitutionality of the law was for some time 
in question, and Judges were afraid io 
have trials under it for fear of a reversal. 
But now that the constitutidnality of the 
law had been upheld by the Court of Ap- 
peals, there was an opportunity to give it 
a fair chance. He denied that the special 
jury law was class legislation. Special 
jurors, he said, were selected from all 
walks in life. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne, as 
illustrating the advantage of having a spe- 
cial jury law in difficult cases, said that in 
the Molineux case it had taken three days 
to get one competent juror, while in the 
Kennedy case, begun to-day, three jurors 
had been secured in two hours. He said 
the special jury law means a saving of 
$500,000 a year to New York. He reminded 
the committee that getting a competent 
jury in a great city like New York was a 
very different matter from getting a com- 
oy jury in a country town. In New 

ork one of the chief struggles of every 
male inhabitant was to avoid jury duty, 
The talk about spectal juries being made 
up trom the so-called higher class, Ser. Os- 
borne said, was only indulged in by the 
misinformed. 

“You can't get men from the so-called 
higher class to serve on juries,’’ he said, 
“di is men from the great middle class 
whbd serve on special juries.”’ ; 

Protests against the repeal of the law 
were read from Judge Gaynor and a num- 
ber of prominent lawyers, 


SENATE’S PROCEEDINGS. 

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—President. pro tem. 
Ellsworth called the Senate to order to-day, 
the Lieutenant Governor being delayed on 
departmental business. A score of petitions 
of individuals and insurance companies 
were received against the Insurance Tax 
bill. Petitions against the Savings Bank 
and the Trust Company Tax bills were 


also received and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Taxation and Retrenchment. 

Senator Armstrong's bill providing for 
the election of a new high achinot in och. 
ester was advanced to third reading. 

The nomination by Gov. Odell of William 
J. Sterritt to succeed himself as Trustee 
of the Western House of Refuge for Wo- 
men, was confirmed without reference. 
These were among the bills passed: 

Assemblyman ALLDS—Autherizing the Regents 
to use part of the State Library appropriation 
tor services of binders. 

Senator HE NNESSY—-Authorizing New York's 
Controller to cancel taxes levied on the Peabody 
Home for Aged Women. 

Senator ELSBERG—For the relief of the Agsso- 
ciation for Improved Instruction of Deaf Mutes, 
and authorizing the sale or mortgaging of the 
association’s proverty. 

Senator MARSHALL—Permitting the erection 
of churches and school houses in the immediate 
vicinity of Prospect Park, Brooklyn. 

Senator ELSBERG—Relative to the issuance 
of letters of administration with will annexed, 
and amending the Code of Civil Procedure. 

Senator COCKS—Relative to the collection of 
taxes in Oyster Bay. 

The Senate then went into a Committee 
of the Whole and considered a number of 
bills. The Ambler Pure Food bill created 
a diseussion and brought forth an objec- 
tion from Senator Grady, who believed the 
result of the passage of the bill would be 
the employment of a number of additional 
Inspectors in the State Agricultural De- 
partment, Senator Krum thought there 
was a law on the statute books at present 
that covered the matter, and the passage 
of this bill would mean the enforcement of 
the same law by two departments, the 
Health and Agricultural Departments. The 
committee did not advance the bill, but 
simply decided to report progress, 

The next bill taken up was Senator Wil- 
lard's, changing the time of election of 
Supervisors in towns of Oneida County 
from Spring to Fall. Senators Grady and 
Donnelly objected to it as a partisan meas- 
ure, one that evades the provisions of the 
Constitution. The bill was advanced to 
third reading. 


MISCELLANEOUS BILLS. 


ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The following bills 
were introduced in the Senate: 


Senator McKINNEY—Amending Code of Civil 
Procedure, providing that appeals to the Court 
of Apgencs must be entered within six months 
after determination of the Appellate Division. 

Senator HENNESSY—Amending the Code of 
Civil Procedure relating to actions brought for 
wages by wage earners in Municipal Courts in 
New York City, providing that where the plaint- 
iff reccvers $10 he is also entitled to costs. 

Senator ARMETRONG—Re-enacting the Roches- 
ter school law amendment of last year so as to 
eliminate the forged portion. 

Senator MILLS—Amending the Code of Civil 
Procedure relating to bonds and undertakings, 
and requiring accoufitings when ordered by a 
Surrogate within twenty days. 

Senator WAGNER—Changing name of the or- 
phan asylum of Reformed Churches of New York 
to ‘‘ Attilie Orphan Asylum Society.”’ 

Senator MIILLS—Conferring jurisdiction on the 
Court of Claims to hear, audit, and determine the

ELSBERG CRIES “ TREACHERY.” | 


Opposes a Measure te Give The Jewish 
Daily News City Advertising. — 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Feb. 5.—Among the bills con- 
sidered by the Senate Committee on Cities 
to-day was the bill introduced by Senator 
Ahearn placing the Jewish papers in New 
York City upon the same footing with re- 
gard to city advertisements as the German 


papers, 

A. H. Frommensen, one of the editors of 
The Jewish Daily News, appeared in sup- 
port of the bill. Mr, Frommensen said there 
were about 500,000 Jews in the City of New 
York. A large proportion of the taxes paid 
in New York, he said, was paid by them. 
Many of the Jews of New York are unable 
to speak the English language, There are 
five daily Jewish newspapers published in 
New York. It was due to this large ele- 
ment, he thought, that the large number 
composing it who are unable to read any 
papers except those printed in. their own 
language should have an opportunity of 


knowing about the business of the munici- 
pality. 

Senator Elsberg said he had been given to 
understand that the whole purpose of Sen- 
ator Ahearn's bill was to give Tamman 
Hall an opportunity of re asta The jewish 
Daily News for an act of treachery. 

‘*T have been informed,”’ said the Senator, 
“that The Jewish Daily News was a Re- 
publican paper until a few days previous 
to the last election; that it was paid money 
by the Republican County Committee for 
the insertion of political matter, and when 
it had obtained ali it was possible to obtain 
from the County Committee that, at the 
eleventh hour, it came out in support of 
Bryan.”’ ’ 

Mr. Frommensen denied the truth of the 
accusation. He said The Daily News had 
always been a Republican paper. It had 
supported Seth Low for Mayor and Roose- 
velt for Governor, but it had never given 
any support to McKinley. 

‘“When the Presidential campaign came 
around,’’ said Frommensen, ‘‘ we were puz- 
zled as to what course we should take on 
account of the money question. We consuit- 
ed our patrons to ascertain their ideas, and 
we found that they were largely in favor 
of our supporting Bryan on account of the 
trust issue. We never indorsed McKinley.” 

Senator Elsberg read a letter which he 
had received from Michael Mintz. In this 
letter Mr. Mintz said that the bill was “‘ an 
attempt to cover one of the meanest and 
most contemptible tricks ever perpetrated, 
and especialiy one which reflected great 
discredit and shame upon the Jewish pop- 
ulation in New York.’’ The real object of 
the bill, Mr. Mintz said, was to give Tam- 
many Hall an opportunity to repay a polit- 
ical debt. 

‘“‘It would certainly be anomalous," said 
Mr. Mintz, “if a Republican Legislature 
would assist Tammany Hall to »~ay these 
hirelings and deserters for their treachery 
and desertion.’’ 

Mr. Frommensen, in denying these alle- 
gations, asserted that Mintz was the editor 
of a rival Jewish paper.

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The State is now be- 
ing called on to appropriate money to de- 
fray the expenses of the investigation into 
the affairs of ex-District Attorney Asa 
Bird Gardiner’s office, in New York City, 
and, according to claims and estimates 
made at to-day’s meeting of the Senate 
Finance Committee, the investigation in- 
stituted last February, which was not the 
one that resulted in Mr. Gardiner’s re- 


moval, will cost the State more than $40,- 
000, 

A. Wilcox, a Buffalo lawyer, who was 
appointed by Gov. Roosevelt a Commissioner 
to take the evidence taken against Mr. 
Gardiner, put in a claim for $10,000, which 
he said was moderate, and Attorney General 
Davies corroborated him in the statement. 
Mr. Wilcox claimed that he made his bill 
moderate so as to avoid criticism. He had 
been’ paid $2,500 on account by the State, 
and hoped that the gentlemen of the Fi- 
nance Committee would have the item for 
the remainder inserted in the Supply bill, 
The stenographers’ bill, Mr. Wilcox said, 
would amount to upward of $12,000. 

Attorney General Davies made a state- 
ment to the committee, in which he said 
he was in no way responsible for these 
extra charges. When the allegations were 
made against Mr. Gardiner y the City 
Club he had assigned his first deputy, Mr.

Senators Audett, Fuller, and Marshall 
Tell Why They Voted to Re- 
eommit Tax Bills.

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—When Senators Audett, 
Fuller, and Marshall voted with the Dem- 
ocrats last night in favor of Senator Gra- 
dy’s motion to recommit the Governor's 
tax bills to the Committee on Taxation and 
Retrenchment, Lieut.

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff called on the Gov- 
ernor early this morning to explain to him 
his surprise at the attitude which the 
Brooklyn Republican Senators had as- 
sumed and to disclaim all reeponaioenty for 
their action.

PLEADS FOR PABST PORTICO. 


Senator Grady, in Committee, Asks that 
It Be Allowed to Stand Until 
Tunnel Is Built. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 5.—In the Senate Commit- 
,tee on Cities there was a so-called hearing 
to-day upon the bill introduced by Senator 
Grady legalizing the portico erected in 
front of the Pabst Hotel at the intersection 
of Forty-second Street, Broadway, and 
Seventh Avenue in the City of New York. 
Senator Grady, who introduced the Dill, 
called it up in committee. What was said 
about it was spoken in so low a tone that 
it was impossible to hear five feet away 
from the committee's table. Senator Grady 
presented to Chairman Stranahan a picture 
showing the objectionable portico, and also 
some photographs showing other porticos 
which Senator Grady thinks equally objec- 


tlonable, but none of which is used for a 
restaurant or for any other business pur- 
pose, as the Pabst portico is. 

Senator Stranahan and _ several 
members of the committee looked at these 
pictures. Then there was a half-whispered 
consultation between Senators Grady and 
Elsberg across the table, and the matter 
was passed up until to-morrow, when the 
committee will probably take action upon 
it. Senator Elsberg, in whose district the 
unlawful obstruction is, and who has said 
he was opposed to the bill legalizing the 
structure, made no open objection to the 
bill in committee. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Creamer, 
who was expected to attend the mocting to 
protest against the reporting of the bill 
Was not pesent. When seen to-night Mr. 
Creamer said he had recetved no special 
instructions from Corporation 
Whalen on the subject. 

Senator Grady, when seen and asked just 
what the action of the committee had been, 
said: ‘““The committee took no action. I 
merely presented some photographs which 
would give the committee some light upon 
the subject. One of the photographs was a 
photograph of the Pabst Hotel showing 
the portico about which the row has been 
raised... I-showed the committee that the 
new rapid transit, tunnel. would take off 
‘about 18 feet of the portico. Of course, 
when the tunnel is constructed, the whole 
portico will have to come down. My-argu- 
ment is that ft ought to be left standing 
until it must come down by necessity from 
the rapid transit tunnel improvement.”’ 

Senator Blsberg said to-night that if the 
Pabst Portico bill were moved in the com- 
mittee to-morrow he would strenuously op- 
pose its being reported. He said: 

“The bill will never go out of the com- 
mittee with my consent, and as the struct- 
ure is in my district I think my wishes will 
be respected by the committee.’’

Two 
weeks ago Councilman Murray was an ar- 
dent supporter of the appropriation for 
the building of the Peter Cooper Hig 
School, to be situated in his district. Yes- 
terday he opposed an appropriation of.$300,-, 


000 for a Commercial High School on West } 
Sixty-sixth Street. 

Councilman. Mi. ray said: 

‘“‘I don’t see the need’ of this school, and 
wen’t vote for it untilsall the smail chil- 
dren of the city are provided with school 
accommodations.” 

Councilman Cassidy of Queens also op- 
posed the appropriaiion.

Labor Organization Delegates Cause 
Consternation by Announcing Oppo- 
sition to Charter Amendments. 


The Committee of Two Hundred and Fif- 
ty, which has for its avowed object the 
passage of the amendments to the charter 
recommended by the committee appointed 
by the Legislature to revise the charter, 
held its first meeting last night in the as- 
sembly hall’ of the United Charities Build- 
ing. 

At, the preliminary conference on Jan. 16 
in the same place, R. Fulton Cutting, Pres- 
ident of the Citizens’ Union, who was 
appointed Chairman pro tem. of the com- 
mittee, was authorized to send invita- 
tion to 250. persons representing . various 
organizations. Letters were sent to 225 | 
persons. Last night’s meeting was attend- 
ed by exactly thirty-seven persons, eight 
of whom were women, representing the fol- 
lowing organizations: The Chamber of 
Comerce, the Brooklyn Real Estate Ex- 
change, the Brooklyn Democratic Club, + 
the City Improvement Society, the Ciw 
Club, the Civic Council, the Charity Of 
ganization Society, District Assembly -No, 
220, Knights of Labor; the East Side House 

the Citizens’ Union, the Inde- 
Club of Brooklyn, the Board of 
Trade 3rooklyn, the Manufacturers’ | 
Association of Brooklyn, the Single Tax 
Club, the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, the New York Retail Gro- 
cers’ Union, the National Civic Club of 
Brooklyn, the Produce Exchange, the So- 
cial Reform Club, the Taxpayers’ ei 
iliary of Brooklyn, the Women’s Home Pro- 
tective Association of Brooklyn, the West 
End Association. 

Robert Fulton Cutting stuck his head in 
the door of. the’ assembly hall, and seeing 
the small attendance, went away. 

John M. Weed of Flushing, L. IL, called 
the meeting to order. He announced that 
Mr. Cutting had delegated him to call the 
meeting to order, explained the purpose of 
the gathering, and said that the first_busi- 
ness was the election of a permanent Chair- 
man. Edward M. Shepard of Brooklyn was 
nominated and elected by acclamation. F 

Mr. Shepard, in taking the office, said 
it was the duty of the committee to make 
known the salient points of the amend- 
ments to the charter and to create a public 
sentiment in its favor; also to bring pres- 
sure to bear on the Legislature to carry 
out the recommendations of the Charter 
Revision Committee. 

The Rev. Thomas R. Slicer moved that a 
committee of twenty-five be named as an 
Executive Committee with power to call 
a mass meeting as the committee of two 
hundred and fifty was an unwieldy body 
and could not be called to order. Secretary 
Fulton in answer to a question said that 
he had the names of representatives of 
twenty-nine organizations, and an Execu- 
tive Committee of thirty was then moved 
and adopted.

They urged the necessity of arousing 
public opinion, so that it might be brought 
to bear on ‘the Legislature by meetings 
and resolutions. E 

One representative from the Bronx, who 
said he-had been in Adbany, expressed she 
conviction that the.Governor and .the Re- 
publican organization were not opposed to 
the recommendations as a whole. 

“But they have passed the Police bill, 
and that shows that their attitude is hos- 
tile,’ said Mr. Peckham. ° 

At this juncture consternation was caused 
by the announcement of several labor lead- 
ers that organized labor was opposed to the 
amendments and would probably send men 
to Albany to fight against their passage. 
This announcement practically broke up 
the meeting. It was in the nature of a 
surprise, for it had been hoped that organ- 
ized labor would join issues with the other 
organizations represented. The position 
that the labor organizations take was clear- 
ly defined by W. 8S. Bourke of the Knights 
of Labor and J. F. Derlaeher of the Civic | 
Union. It was stated by them that organ- 
ized labor and city employes were opposed 
to the amendments because under the pro- 
visions of the amendments they were pro- 
hibited from organizing to better their con- 
dition and also from joining political organ- 
izations. $ 

Mr. Peckham thought that the object of 
the committee was to consider the charter 
amendments as a whole, and not to criti- 
cise certain amendments. 

J. Warren Green of Brooklyn deprecated 
any division in the committee over certain 
amendments, and also did the Rev. Mr. 
Slicer. 

Mr. Derlacher said: ‘‘I represent an or- 
ganization which has over 30,000 members. 
J am instructed to bring this matter up be- 
fore this committee. We are opposed to 
these amendments. When any reform is 
suggested the reformers call on labor and 
ask them to help them. But when the labor 
organizations ask for help themselves they 
are turned off with some excuse or other, 
If these amendments are advocated I am in- 
structed not to remain a member of the 
committee. and you will see that if these 
objectionable amendments are not eliminat- 
ed labor will oppose the charter amend- 
ments, not alone from this city, but from 
all over the State. It is the inalienable 
right of labor to organize. These amend- 
ments are a blow at the labor organiza- 
tions.”’ 

After a warm discussion the whole mat- [ 
ter was referred to the Executive Commit- 
tee to hear suggestions and report back to 
the full committee. : 

All the members of the City Club voted 
against this motion. 

he committee then adjourned subject to 
the call of the Chair. The smaliness of the 
number. present and the attitude of the la- 
bor delegates caused the meeting to come 
to an end with a feeling of dissatisfaction 
openly expressed that with division in the 
committee little could be accomplished for 
the charter amendments. 


WOULD GUARANTEE DIVIDENDS. 


Under Bill in Illinois State Fixes and 
Maintains Rate on Certain Stocks. 


Special to The New York Times. 
SPRINGFIELD, It, Feb. 5.—Five per- 
cent. income is guaranteed to stockholders 
of all quasi-public corporations in a bill 
introduced by Representative Clayton E. 
Crafts to-day, and a limit of 5 per cent. is 
placed on their profits from investments in 


such concerns. The bill provides for a 
State Board of Control to supervise the 
conduct of public utilities. 

Payment into the State Treasury of all 
profits exceeding the 5 per cent. limit is 
provided for, as well as payment from the 
State Treasury to the stockholders of funds 
to make up any deficit in the 5’ per cent. 
rate. A method of determining the basis 
for calculation of the 5 per cent. is pro- 
vided. 

The commission shali ascertain the cost to 
each corporation for construction and im- 

rovements, outside of cost paid from earn- 

, and the sum total shall constitute 
the capitalization The rate of charges 
shall be fixed by the commission ata point 
high enough to pay the cost of mainten- 
ance and operation. taxes, assessments. 
necessary improvements, and extensions 
not paid for out of the sale of.stock or 
bonds and the 5 per cent. revenue. 

Should the expenditures exceed the in- 
come as a result of miscalculation by the 
commission the deficit is to be made up by 
the State, and the rates increased to re- 
imburse the Staté during the following 


year.

She Wrecks Another Topeka Saloon— 
Chief of Police Wishes She Would 
Smash All of Them. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 5.—Mrs. Carrie Na- 
tion and three followers to-day wrought 
damage to the extent of $1,500 in ‘ The 
Senate,” the finest equipped “ joint’? in 
Topeka. She did more, for she gained the 
first police protection given her since she 
Started out on her saloon-smashing career 
at Wichita, a month ago. The police fol- 
lowed up her raid of to-day and arrested 
the proprietor of the Senate, and two men 
who were guarding the place. Mrs. Nation 
was arrested, but promptly released. 

Mrs. Nation and her wreckers, each 
armed with a hatchet, sallied forth at day- 
break. They forced their way past a negro 
who guarded the door of the Senate, and 
in less than ten minutes had strewn the 
floor with broken mirrors, bottles, slot ma- 
chines, and spliritered bar fixtures. The 
negro fired a shot of warning into the ceil- 
ing, but it had no effect. Presently a po- 
liceman stalked leisurely into the room and 
said: ‘‘ Well, Sister Nation, I guess we'll 
have to arrest you again.”’ 

Mrs. Nation had just smashed 
bottle and was ready to go. 

“All right,” she responded, cheerily. 
“You came just when I wanted you to.” 

She turned back as she reached the door 
and, inquired: ‘‘ Everything cleaned 
ladies? "’

“My Precious Little Children: I send 
you greeting and ask you to help me de- 
stroy that which is on the streets and pro- 
tected by. the police and city officials to 
destroy you, my darlings. [ want every 
one of you little ones to grab up a,rock 
and+smash up the glass doors and windows 
of these hell holes. You will do your duty 
and enroll your names on the pages of 
undying fame and place yourself on the 
side of God and humanity.” 

When Mrs. Nation appeared in court to 
answer the charges of ‘disturbing the 
peace’ and ‘smashing a joint,” growing 
out of yesterday's difficulties, the first 
charge was dismissed, notwithstanding 
crusader demanded a trial, and a hearing 
on the second charge was set for Thursday, 
the prisoner being released without bond.

A man stationed himself at the front 
door and cried ‘ Souvenirs with each glass 
door and cried: ‘‘ Souvenirs with each and 
every glass of beer.’’ Those who did not 
drink begged for souvenirs. Small pieces 
of glass sold for 5 cents. 

Mrs. Nation was again arrested to-night 
on a warrant sworn out in the City Court 
by Kelly & Lytle. who owned The Senate 
saloon. She is charged with malicious de- 
struction of property. Her bond was placed 
at $100 and she was released till Saturday, 
at which time her trial will take place. 


CHICAGO SALOON MEN WARNED. 


“Carrie Nation Hatchet Home Protec- 
tors” Are on the Warpath.

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—Wholesale liquor deal-

The condition of the Rev. Mr. Kellar has 
improved steadily since the bullet was ex- 
tracted, and the doctors in attendance are 
confident of his recovery, barring compli- 
cations. One of his eyes is destroyed. but 
the other showed increasing promise of 
having escaped permanent injury. 
CHANGE IN POPULAR SEN’T’MENT, 

There has been a noticeable change in 
sentiment in Arlington in regard to-Mr. 
Kellar since he was shot down. At first 
public sympathy seemed almost entirely 
with Mr. and Mrs. Barker, as it was be- 
lieved Mrs. Barker had been terribly 
wronged by the clergyman and Barker had 
only done what most men would have done 
under the circumstances, 

lt is very evident that many persons who 
at first took this view of the case are now 
inclined to view the affair in an entirely 
different light, and to look upon the cler- 
gyman as the innocent victim of a terrible 
mistake, or else to be willing to wait until 
both sides have been told in court before 
forming judgment. 

Many stories and incidents bearing on 
the nervous disorders of the woman, in 
the hope’ of proving the charge a mere 
hallucination, cropped out yesterday. Mrs. 
Bliza Muggins of Laurel Avenue, Arlington, 
said she had known Mrs. Barker for years, 
and that she had always considered her a 
‘dangerous person,’’ because she was in- 
clined to see things that did not happen. 
Mrs. Muggins declined to mention in par- 
ticular any of Mrs. Barker's visions. 
said: 

**T have reason to believe there is much 
more behind all this than is now suspected 
—i mean, spite. It is well known that 
Mrs. Barker and the Rev. Mr. Kellar were 
not friendly. How this feeling began I 
do not know, but I heard Mrs. Barker 
say: ‘ Mr. Kellar has injured me and_ he has 
struck deep. I am English, and when one 
strikes an Englishman he is made to feel 
it in one way or another at some time,’ ”’ 

Asked when the remark was made, Mrs. 
Muggins said about a year ago. 

George Wilson, one. of the wealthiest 
property owners in Arlington, said he was 
convinced from personal experience with 
Mrs. Barker that her charge was the re- 
sult of hysteria. 

‘**T was at one time the Barkers’ land- 
lord,”” Mr, Wilson said. ‘‘ Long before I 
knew who the Barkers were I saw Mrs. 
Barker in the midst of an attack of hys- 
teria. That is now about six years ago. 
I was going to the Rev. Mr. Kellar’s 
church one morning when I saw a woman 
lying on the sidewalk in front of the 
church, 

‘** Another woman was stooping over her, 
and as I came up [I saw the prostrate wo- 
man was Mrs. Barker, and was told by her 
companion that she was having hysterics. 
I ran down the street to summon a doctor, 
but was called back by some one, who said 
the woman had recovered. 

‘Later, for four years, | was the Bdrk- 
er’s landlord. During that time the woman 
frequently acted queerly. Often when I 
came home nights I was told Mrs. Barker 
was again prostrated with nervous sick- 
ness. She was always a frail, delicate 


woman.” 

Dr. Lightfoot, who has been Mrs. Barker's 
physician, said that during three or four 
years that he treated her she did not show 
signs of hysteria any more than is common 
in most women. 

‘““Mrs. Barker was a frail, high-etrung 
little woman, but perfectly rational 
well balanced at all times.’ said he. ‘‘ She 
was not a woman given to hallucinations:at 
the time I treated her.

After the poisoning, the detectives said, 
Barker was very angry and went around 
for some time with a loaded revolver in his 
pocket, with which he threatened to shoot 
on sight the man who killed the dog, if he 
found out who he was. 

At 160 Beach Street, where the Rey. Mr. 
Kellar is lying attended by trained nurses, 
there are many visitors. None is allowed 
to see the patient, however. A clergyman, 
a representative of the New York Pres- 
bytery, called yesterday to see both Mr. 
Kellar and Mrs. Barker, He was unsuccess- 
ful.

MR. FRICK BUYS A TOWN. 


Purchases Blair, Near Pittsburg, and 
Will Build Big Plants on 
the Property. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURG, Feb. 5.—H. C. Frick has 
purchased the town of Blair, twenty miles 
from Pittsburg, on the Monongahela River, 
and will remove the houses and erect mag- 
nificent plants. He has. secured three 


miles of navigable river front, and the land 
stretches back three miles from the river. 
Blair proper covers about twerity acres. 

The Carnegie Company also holds con- 
siderable land in- this section. It is 
alleged that Messrs. Frick and Car- 
negie fell out over the Wylie farm, 
part of the tract which Mr. Carnégie 
originally wanted. It is alleged that Mr. 
Frick bought 250 acres for $250 an acre, and 
asked $2,000 an acre. Mr. Carnegie angrily 
demanded that he sell it at the cost price, 
as an official of the company, who. had 
lene an agreement not to enter into any 
other business.

THE CUBAN CONVENTION. 


Senor Giberga Appeals for the Revision 
of Various Features in the Pro- 
posed Constitution. 


HAVANA, Feb. 5,--Sefior Giberga, in the 
course of a patriotic address, before the 
Constitutiondl Convention to-day, the most 
stirring speech yet made in the conven- 
tion, said he was in sympathy with the de- 
sire of the Revolutionists to form an inde- 
pendent Government, but he wished to 
warn the delegates to proceed intelligently, 
as a misstep now. might ‘result in losing 
forever that long-sought goal which other 
republics had reached: during the jast cen- 
tury. 

"Many of those _ republics,"’ he 
“starting out with ill-conceived plans and 
mistaken ideas, failed, but contrived . to 
start out again aright. The situation of 
Cuba, however, tis ‘different. Failure would 
mean the stepping in of the United States 
and permanent American occupation. The 
world would call for that intervention.’ 

Sefior Giberga graphically depicted the 
elimination of the old Spanish customs, the 
Castilian tongue, and the traditions dear to 
Cubans, and said it was not too late to cor- 
rect some mistakes in the Constitution. 
He intimated that the clause referring to 
‘*pernicious foréigners'’ would cause 
trouble in the future and should be struck 
out. 

Moreover, he contended that under both 
Spanish rule and American intervention 
the provinces and'municipalities had never 
been self-supporting. but had always been 
obliged to ask aid of the Central Govern- 

ent, and he argued that if full autonomy 
‘weré now granted to them the result would 
be ‘disastrous to Cuba. 

‘His speech promises to have good effect, 
although it is doubtful whether the conven- 
tion will change the stand It has taken in 
giving the provinees and municipalities full 
autonomy. ‘ ‘ 

Gov. Gen. Wood informed several dele- 
gates who waited upon him yesterday that 
the Washington Administration was desir- 
ous of getting the Constitution before the 
present Congress; and he advised the+dele- 
gates to send the best: project possible, 
eliminating any feature that might. give 
Congress reason for delay. 


NO POLICE “SHAKE-UP” YET. 


Over 1,800 Patrolmen Candidates for 
Promotion List. 


While no one at Police Headquarters yes- 
terday would deny that another “ shake- 
up”’ of Police Captains may occur any day, 
the rumors of transfers that on Monday 
were said to be contemplated were pro- 
nounced prémature. All that Chief Devery 
would say on the subject was: ‘‘I make 


the transfers—at this end,’’ intimating that 
he had no control over the rumor mongers 
or “third houses’’ of any of the boroughs. 
None of the seven Brooklyn Captains who 
were reported as shifted visited the New 
York central office yesterday. Chief De- 
tective Titus, who was said to have been 
superseded by Capt. McClusky of the Grand 
Central Station command, said that the 
announcement of the change came from 
“the outside,’”” where it originated.

Murder and Robbery. 


Jeweler’s Pistol Found Fully Loaded 
Under the Counter—Wound in 
the Man’s Head. 


People passing the jewelry store of Mar- 
cel Silverman, at 3,056 Third Avenue, near 
One Hundred and Fifty-sixth Street, about 
4 o'clock yesterday ‘aftertioon were attract- 
ed by the knocking on the door of the pro- 
prietor, who appeared to them to be sick. 
They tried the door, which was locked, and 
Silverman opened.it. He was then found 
to be shot in the back of the head and there 
was a bad wound as if from a bJunt instru- 
ment lying along the bullet hole. Silver- 
man could not speak, and he was taken 
home after Dr. Levy of Harlem Hospital 
had refused to take him to the hospital be- 
cause he said the man would die on the 
way. 

Silverman was still alive late last night. 
His wife said he was assaulted-and robbed, 
as a diamond card without the diamond was 


found on the floor of the store. The po- 
lice, however, are doubtful, and say it may 
have been an attempt at suicide. 

Silverman is thirty-seven years old and 
lives with his wife and two children, a boy 
six years old anda girl of four, at 785 El- 
ton Avenue. People who know him said 
last night that his business’ has been very 
good. His store is in a busy portion of the 
Bronx. 

There .were some few customers yester- 
day. People thereabout could not remem- 
ber who went into the place in the after- 
noon, and no one could be found, «ven 
among those in the upper part of the house, 
where there are tenants, who saw anybody 
enter the store around 4 o'clock. These 
people did not hear any shot from the 
store. 

The men who heard the pounding of the 
jeweler on the door of the store a little 
after 4 o'clock and saw the pale face knew 
something must be wrong. They tried to 
get in, but Silverman did not know, seem- 
ingly, that the door was locked. He opened 
it when they could not, and then he fell 
back on the floor. A man bent over him 
and found the bloody wound in the back of 
his head. 

Dr. Hutchinson, who has a_ dispensary 
near One Hundred and Fifty-sixth Street, 
near the store; was called. He found the 
other wound, which he thought had been 
caused by a blunt instrument, and he said 
the man's condition was precarious. When 
Dr. Levy arrived from Harlem. Hospital he 
said the man would die in a very few min- 
utes, and then went away. 

A cab was procured, and Silverman, who 
had been unconscious from the time he 
fell to the floor, was removed to his home. 

The police searched the plaee and. soon 
came upon Silverman's revolver. It was 
under the counter and some distance from 
the door. All the chambers were loaded. 
The calibre, .38, was the same as the Bullet 
hole in his head indicated. The search 
brought forth no empty shell, but a card on 
the floor which should have contained a 
diamond, as it was marked ‘‘one pure 
stone,” did not have a stone. No other 
cards were found outside the casés,: show- 
ing that the man had evidently not been 
showing goods other than that stone. 

All the windows and doors in the rear of 
the store and building were locked, and no 
trace of any one having:left the place that 
way, could be found. There was no sign 
of disorder anywhere about. There was 
no sign of a struggie, except the jeweler’s 
wounds. . 

Capt. Wiegand of the Morrisania Station 
said the crime was a mysterious one. He 
sent out four detectives and: several policc- 
men. ° He 'said the case was doubtful, and 
did not know whether {ft was an attempt at 
merdnr and fobbery or an attempt at sul- 
cide. 

‘Tf Silverman attempted to end his life,” 
said Capt. Wiegand, ‘‘it is peculiar that 
he should have reloaded his revolver after 
shooting himself.” 

Wiegand gave Silverman the benefit of 
the doubt, as he did not make him a pris- 
oner on the charge of having.trfed to take 
his fe.’ : : a 

Mrs. Silverman was greatly agitated over 
her husband's condition. She scouted the 
idea of an attempt of her husband to end 
his life. She said his business is prosper- 
ous and that his life at home was very 
happy. He had had no worries. and was 
always cheerful. She said he left home in 
good spirits when going to the store. 

‘Tt was robbery and an attempt to mur- 
der him,’’ she said. She believed the dia- 
mond had been stolen, and said it was val- 
ued at about $50. 

Mrs. Silverman said later that her hus- 
band had been conscious for a minute after 
he was taken home, and he then sald: 

“They've done me. I’m dying."’ 

He could not tell what had happened. 
Dr. Thetford of Fordham Hospital was 
called in late in the night, and he took the 
jeweler to. the hospital. He said Silverman 
was in a very critical condition. 


EXAMINER FITCH REMOVED. 


Secretary Gage Sends an Order from 
Washington Directing It. 

For several months past Examiner Fitch, 

subordinate of United States Appraiser 

Wakeman, has been under charges for al- 


leged irregularities, particularly in connec- 
tion with the imports fo Robert MacDonald 
& Co. Finally Secretary Gage sent a 
special commission, consisting of Special 
Agent Chance and Private Secretary Johr- 
son, to this city to investigate. On Monday 
Appraiser Wakeman received a letter trom 
the Treasury Department directing the im- 
mediate removal of Examiner Fitch. 
Regarding the removal, Appraiser Wake- 
man said yesterday: “Yes, Examiner 
Fiteh has been removed, by. order of Sec- 
retary Gage, but I shall ask that the case 
be reopened. Secretary Gage will not allow 
an injustice, if he knows it. I believe Ex- 
aminer Fitch is honest and capable.”’ 


AN ANTI-TRUST MOVEMENT. 


Montana House Considers a Measure 
Aimed at Combinations. 
Special to The New York Times. 


HELENA, Mont:, Feb. 5.—The Lannin 
Anti-Trust bill, which was approved by the 
Committee of the Whole of the House to- 


day and-is on the order of,its third read- 
ing and final passage, proposes to amend 
the Constitution in favor of a more ‘strin- 
gent provision against trusts than the 
present section of the Constitution in that 
respect provides. The proposed new sec- 
tion provides: 

“No corporation, stock company, per- 
son, or association of persons in the State 
of Montana shall directly or indirectly 
combine or form what is known as a trust 
or make any contract with any person or 

ersons, corporations, or stock company, 
oreign or domestic, through their stock- 
holders, Trustees, or in any manner what- 
ever for the pu se of fixing the price or 
regulating the uction of any article of 
commerce or of the product of the soil for 
the consumption of the people. 

“The Legislative ssembly shall pass 
laws for the enforcement thereof by ade- 
quate penalty to e extent, if necessary 
for that purpose, of the forfeiture of their 
property and franchises, and in case of 
foreign. corporations, prohibiting them from 
carrying on business {n the State, and the 
State Legislature shall have the power, and 
it shall be its duty, to enact and provide for 
the enforcement of all laws that it shall 
deem necessary to regulate and to control 
contracts, conditions, and relations existing 
or arising from time to time between cor- 
porations and their employes.”’

HAVANA, Feb. 5.—The 
transport McPherson, which struck on a 
reef yesterday morning, eight miles from 
Matanzas, will be a total loss, although she 
was thought at first to be lying in a safe 
position.

Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Army politics 
received a severe blow to-day when Pres!- 
dent Mckinley sent in his nominations of 
Generals for the reorganized army. In 
spite of the most persistent wire-pulling 
by some of the most eminent officers of 
the staff and by influential persons outside 
the army, Gen. Miles was made Lieutenant 
General, Gen. MacArthur was confirmed in 
the command of the Division of the Philip- 
pines, Gen. Chaffee was jumped over the 
heads of a number of his seniors and made 
a Major General, and Gen. Wood was made 
a Brigadier General. The full list of nom- 
inations follows:

A PERPLEXING SITUATION. 


A situation of some complexity is, how- 
ever, created by the appointment of Gen, | 
John C. Bates to be a Brigadier General. 
He is now in the Philippines. He and Mac- 
Arthur are both Major Generals of Volun- 
teers, though in the regular army MacAr- 
thur is a Brigadier and Bates a Colonel. 
But MacArthur as Major General of Vol- 
unteers ceases with his appointment to the 
Same office in the regular establishment, 
and his rank as Major General dates from 
to-day, while Bates's continues to date 
from his appointment as a Major General 
of Volunteers, Jan. 2, 1900. This makes 
Bates rank MacArthur. It is officially de- 
clared that Bates will not be permitted to 
rank MacArthur, but it has not yet been 
explained what course will be taken to pre- 
vent it. 

Chaffee, who has been nominated for a 
Major General, is a Colonel in the regular 
army, and he becomes a Major General 
oyer the heads of Brig. Gens.’ Wade, Mer- 
riam, and Ludlow. Gen. Leonard Wood, 
who has been nominated for Brigadier Gen- 
efal, is a Captain in the regular army, and 
much’ feeling has been manifested at dif- 
ferent times over his rapid promotion. 
‘The only nomination in the list which is 
not that of an officer in the regular army 
is that of Gen. Frederick D. Grant. Gen. 
Grant is not in the regular army at all. He 
is a Brigadier General of Volunteers, and 
the President has now nominated him to 
the same position in the regular army. 
“There is still one vacancy in the list of 
‘Brigadier Generals, and another will be 
made by the retirement of Gen. Schwan, 
who is said to. be in failing health. /Col.

It is ex- 
pected that he will be immediately retired.

REVENUE REDUCTION BILL. 


Amendments Affecting Cigars, Cigar- 
ettes, and Sales at Exchanges 
Offered.

That on and after July 1, 1901, the tax on 
cigars weighing not more than three pounds 
per 1,000 shall be 18 cents per pound, and on 
cigarettes not more than three pounds per 1,000 
and of a wholesale value or price of not more 
than $2 per 1,000 shall be 18 cents per pound, 
and the tax on cigarettes weighing not mofe 
than three pounds per 1,000 and of a_ whole- 
sale vale or price of more than $2 per 1,000

The other amendment reported relates to 
the sale of products at Exchanges, and is 
to be inserted as a provision: at the end of 


the second paragraph of Schedule A of the 
law. It is as follows: 


That no bill, memorandum, agreement, or other 
evidence of such sale or agreement of sale or 
agreement to sell in case of products or mer- 
chandise actually delivered to and while in 
vessel, boat, or car, and actually in course of 
transportation, shall be subject to this tax, pro- 
vided such memorandum or agreement shall be 
accompanied by bills of lading or. vouchers 
showing that the said products are actually in 
course of transportation as aforesaid.

PATENT OFFICE ANNUAL REPORT. 


During the Year 1900 26,418 Applica- 
tions Were Acted Upon Favorably. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The report of 
the Commissioner of Patents for 1900 shows 
that during the year there were received 
39,673 applications for patents, 2,225 appli- 


cations for designs, 82 applications for re- 
issues, 2,099 applications for registration of 
trade marks, 943 ete or registra- 
tion of labels, and 127 applications for reg- 
istration of prints. 

There were 26,418 patents granted, includ- 
ing designs, 81 patents reissued, 1,721 trade 
marks registered, and 737 labels and 93 
prints. The number of patents that expired 
was 21,196. The number of allowed appli- 
cations that were forfeited for non-pay- 
ment of the final fees was 4,215. The total

NIGHT SESSIONS AND 
THE SHIPPING BILL 


Plan to Tire Out Opponents of 
Subsidies Resented. 


Mr. Aldrich Saye Measure Is Certain to 
Pass Before Adjournment—Rep- 
resentatives Uneasy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, ‘Feb. 5.—Mr. Aldrich ts 
quoted to-night as positively asserting that 
the Shipping Subsidy bill will be pagsed by 
the Senate before the close of the session. 
This is accepted by the indifferent sup- 
porters of, the measure, as well as those 
who are positively opposed to it, as indi- 
cating Mr. Aldrich’s satisfaction with his 
review of the situation he has created. 
For a fortnight he has appeared to be in 
charge of the bill, Mr. Hanna having con- 
cluded-that the problem was one requiring 
for solution a great deal more Parliamen- 
tary ski]’ than he could command. 

Mr. Aidrich's method is understood to 
have been to ascertain just exactly what 
Democrats were opposed to the bill. Next 
to persuade those who were not fully con- 
vineed of the futility of perfunctory opposi- 
tion. Then to discourage as much as possi- 
ble the few who were determined to oppose 
it, at any. cost to the business of the Senate. 
His declaration that the bill will be passed 
is taken as an indication that he has re- 
moved all serious opposition. But still 
there is doubt about what all the Republic- 
ans will do. Some of them are not pleased 
with the programme that is to be enforced 
to-morrow night of night sessions to tire 
out the Democrats who oppose the Subsidy 
bill.

Mr. Aldrich says there will be a quorum 
always present. If so, he has done his part 
of the work on the Subsidy bill with very 
effective zeal. Further doubt is felt, even 
while so much confidence is expressed, as 
to the desire of all the Republicans to 
come to a vote. The bill has not grown 
more popular since the discussion of it be- 
gan, at least not in the Western States, 
and inquiries made to find out the wishes 
of Republicans in some important States 
have resulted in ascertaining anything but 
a popular demand for subventions ior ship 
owners and ship builders at the expense, 
as it is put, ‘‘of the farmer.”’ 

From the House is coming reports that 
the discovery of home opposition has led 
many members who were tormerly for sub- 
sidies to wish that they might have an op- 
portunity to revise their former vote. This 
is taken as indicating that there might be 
a contest in the House if the bill should 
get there, but that is a slender thread to 
trust to, in a body that is practically’ run 
by three men.

SLEIGHING IS GOOD, 
BUT SLEIGHS ARE FEW 


Mild Winters and High Reats 
Cause a Decline in the Sport. 


Many Liverymen Go Out of the Busi- 
ness Because of the High Rates 
They Must Charge. 


No matter how good the sleighing is, few 
people enjoy it on Manhattan Island for 
the reason that there are very few sleighs. 
Leaving out of consideration a little scrap- 
ing through mud with light cutters that 
followed the light snowfall last week, most- 
ly for magnums of champagne offered as 
prizes to first comers by genial roadhouse 
managers, yesterday was the first day of 
sleighing in this city. Conditions, too, could 
not have been better for the sport, for the 
snow was hard and frozen on the Park 
roads, and the stiff westerly gale sent the 
snow from the trees and meadowland fly- 
ing in whirling clouds across the beautiful 
Winter landscape. 

It was just such a day as a generation 
ago would have brought all fashionable 
New York out-on runners, tucked up in 
buffalo robes and wolfskins to the very 
tips of their noses, but yesterday there 
were more automobiles than sleighs in 
Fifth Avenue, and for one sleigh in the 
Park there were two,,if not three, closed 
carriages making slow and painful prog- 


ress. 

Sleighs. that appeared were mostly tiny 
cutters carrying one or two persons, and 
there were but few of the beautiful Rus- 
sian sledges with their beplumed teams 
which made their appearance on a passing 
revival of the sport some half a dozen 
years ago. Ever-increasing mildness of the 
Winters and the ever-increasing stable 
rents in the neighborhood of the parks are 
the reasons for the decline. Even the small- 
est sleigh takes up as much floor space as 
the average citizen occupies to sleep on all 
the year around, and ‘that is too much to 
sacrifice for at the most eight or ten days’ 
pleasure in the Winter season, and that at 
a time when there are so many counter- 
attractions. 

Liverymen have largely drawn out of the 
business. Some of them still retain two or 
three sleighs where they had dozens in for- 
mer years, but the prices they have to 
charge to get even a moderate return on 
their investment makes even them blush. 
Those who would let out a harse and buggy 
for the afternoon for $5 asked and obtained 
$15, $20, and even $25, and the lowest quota- 
tion for a drive around the Park in a double 
sleigh—about an hour's ride—was $10. Some 
saruned to rent to comparative strangers at 
all, holding the sleighs which they had on 
hand for the pleasure of regular customers. 
They have them on hand in many instances | 
because they cannot get rid of them. A 
sleigh which would have brought $150 a few 
years ago would now go begging for_an 
offer of $10, for nobody wants them. The 
ordinary rich man who keeps a victoria, a 
brougham, and a runabout no longer keeps 
a sleigh, and they have all but disappeared 
from the warerooms of the great carriage 
manufactories. F 

Robert Hall, whose livery stable in East 
Sixty-second Street used to do a great share 
of the sleighing business because of its 
roximity to the main entrance to the Park, 

as gone out of the business now, and the 
only sleighs in the stable and the very few 
cutters are owned by private parties, F 

‘We had no sleighing at all last Winter, 
said the stable foreman yesterday, “and 
we had to charge people so much for sleighs 
that they didn’t like it; so at the first sign 
of snow this year we sent every sleigh 
away to be sold.” 

tp to dusk yesterday only three or four 
sieighs had come to the Claremont, on 
Riverside Drive, and Gus Dorval, manager 
of the Central Park Casino, could not use 
all his fingers when it came to counting up 
his patrons who came on runners. . 

¥] gicighing is as good as it ever was in 
ten years,”’ he said yesterday, ‘‘and they 
say it will last for a week unless warm 
weather sets in, but the people don’t take 
advantage of it. I have noticed a steady 
decline, year by year, during the four years 
that I have been here. Drivers complain 
that the street cleaners take the snow 
away from the streets so that they can’t~’ 
reach the Park. They should leave the 
snow on one or two avenues, say Fifth and 
Seventh. There are not so many handsome 
sleighs nowadays, either.”’ 

Among those who did get a sleigh ride 
vesterday were the Baudouine brothers, 
John F. and Charles A., the former appear- 
ing with a beautiful spider sleigh drawn by 
three horses abreast, Russian fashion; Fire 
Commissioner John Scannell, Louis Worm- 
ser, and Fred Gerken, the last coming out 
in a cutter with.a team of fine trotters. 

A team of horses_attathed to a sleigh 
in which were a man and woman ran away 
in the, East Drive, near Seventy-second | 
Street, shortly before 5 o’clock. Mounted 
Policeman Frank J. Reilly caught the ani- 
mals after a short chase, ‘but thgy broke 
away from him at the Park entrance and 
dashed into the side street. The occupants 
kept their places, although the sleigh de- 
stroyed a sapling and brought up with a 
crash against the railing in front of Ben- 
jamin Guggenheim's residence, 15 East 
Seventy-second Street. breaking it badly. 
The woman in the sleigh said she was Mrs. 
Kerns of 519 East Elghty-ninth Street. 
She owned the turnout, which was driven 
by Chris Lutz. Neither she nor the-driver 
nor the horses were injured, and after a 
brief delay they started for home, 

The public carriages gave place to sleighs 
in the Park late in the afternoon. They 
were, for the most part, the same wagon 
bodies mounted on runners, but there was 
one old-timer there, with a towering dash- 
board and long curved body, which could 
accommodate a score or more of passen- 
gers, and which had probably done service 
in the fifties. Traffic, however, was light. 

Youngsters were out in force with their 
sleds, even if their elders had repudiated 
the sleigh and cutter. The Park Board 
has set apart many hills in convenient 
parts of the Park for coasting purposes, 
and all were occupied. The gentle slope 
north of the American Museum of Natural 
History, at Central Park West and Eighty- 
first Street, found great favor with the 
smaller boys and girls, and they made a 
picture of juvenile happiness which was 
enjoyed by the passengers on all passing 
elevated railroad trains and surface cars 
while daylight lasted.

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MERCANTILE EXCHANGE SUED. 


One of the Members Wishes to Restrain 
the Executive Committee. 


Walter. G. French, a commission mer- 
chant, of 116 Warren Street, yesterday en- 
tered suit against the Mercantile Exchange 
for the purpose of restraining the Bxecu- 
tive Committee of the Exchange from car- 
rying out the provisions of an amendment 
to the by-laws adopted at a meeting held 
on Dec. 28 last. That amendment author- 
ized the Executive Committee to accept 
participating certificates from members in 
exchange for non-participating ones. The 
holers of the former kind of certificates 
are subscribers to the Exchange's gratuity 
fund, which is designed for the relief of 
the families-of deceased members. 

In ‘the Supreme Court yesterday Justice 
Scott granted a temporary injunction, in 
response to the filing of Mr. French's suit, 
together with an order, returnable on Fri- 
day, to show cause why the injunction 
Should not be continued through the pen- 
dency of the action. 

A case almost exactly similar to this one 
arose in the Produce Exchange last year. 
Referee Hamilton. Odel!; before whom it 
had a preliminary hearing, decided thai it 
had been unlawful for the members of that 
Exchange to. pass.such an amendment as 
the one recently ordered by the Mercantile 
Exchange. There was an appeal from his 
decision. and the case is now on the cal- 
endar of the Appellate Division, being 
scheduled for this month. Mr. Odell’s de- 
cision was rendered on the ground that the 
amendment impaired the vested rights of 
the non-assenting members, who were sub- 
scribers to the gratuity fund, which in 
the case of the Produce Exchange was a 
standing fund of more than $700,000. In 
the Mercantile. Exchange, however, there 
is no standing fund, but when: a member 
dies the survivors who are holders of the 
participating certificates contribute $3 each 
toward.the relief of his family. 

Mr. French has brought.the suit on be- 
half of himself and the rest of the non-as- 
senting members. These claim an infringe- 
ment of their rights, and some of them say 
that the amendment, if allowed to hold 
good, -will seriously affect the value of the 
certificates of membership In the Exchange. 
The Mercantile Exchange is an outgrowth 
of the old Butter and Cheese Exchange. 
There are now 490 members. 


BANK CLERK ARRESTED. 


An Employe of the Seaboard National 
Accused of Theft. 


Joseph E. A. Fitzgerald, a clerk employed 
in the Seaboard National Bank, was arrest- 
ed yesterday at the instance of the bank 
officials on a charge of stealing $357.89. 
Managing Clerk W. K. Cleverly of the Sea- 
board National stated that four checks, ag- 
gregating the above amount, had been ap- 


propriated by Fitzgerald to his own use. 
The checks passing. through his hands were 
marked, ‘‘ Sent wrong,’ and afterward col- 
lected through the Park National Bank 
ené r Importers and Traders’ National 
ank, 

President Bayne of the Seaboard National 
Bank stated that Fitzgerald's defalcations 
would amount to only about $900, for which 
the bank holds an indemnity bond of $3,000. 
Fitzgerald was employed as a messenger 
originally, but had. been advanced to his 
present position, and the bank officials in- 
tended shortly to increase his salary sub- 
stantially. In his duties in carrying vari- 
ous items from one department to another 
he was'able to abstract various sums. This 
caused a difference in the day's work, 
the matter was thoroughly investigated 
and the elerk’s arrest followed. 

President Bayne said that Fitzgerald ac- 
knowledged the thefts. Magistrate Poole

Magistrate Pool in the Centre 
Street Court complimented the officer upon 
his escape and held Formosa in $1,000 bail 
tor further examination.

THE PIPE GALLERIES ? 


Secretary Corwine of the Mer- 
chants’ Association Talks on It. 


Tells the Social Reform Club that the 
Rapid Transit Commission Should 
Arrange for Them. 


William R.. Corwine, Secretary of ‘the 
Merchants’ Association, talked to the So- 
cial Reform Club last night on the subject, 
“Shall the City Build the Pipe Gal- 
leries?’’ He said he had been unable to find 
anybody who did not agrce with him on the 
general proposition of the benefit of pipe 
galleries. although some had had different 
opinions as to the details to be considered 
in bringing about the building and manage- 
ment of the galleries. 

Speaking of the crowded condition of the 
present sub-street pipe system, he said that 
it.was no system, but a general disorder. 
He recalled the recent bursting of a big 
water main in the bed of the old Forty- 
second Street reservoir as evidencing the 
age and consequent weakness of some of 
the city’s pipes. ‘“ That main,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘should be replaced now. It 
worn out. The putting of a new one in its 
place will be a serious task, owing to the 
present system."’ 

Of. the dangers from pipes leaking, he 
cited various examples, adding: “I under- 


stand that the explosion which took place 
not long ago at Twenty-second Street and 
Fourth Avenue was caused primarily by an 
old leak in-a gas pipe. That old leak was 
due to the wrong laying of the pipes. If 
they are laid so as to twist about at: ran- 


is 


‘dom, in such a way as to suit the particu- 


lar contractor 1 charge each :time, it is 
unavoidable that they have many crooked 
joints, which necessarily grow weak sooner 
than would straight piping.’ 

Mr. Corwin phophesied that within twen- 
ty-five years people would have cold air de- 
livered in their houses, and that there 
would develop many other unforeseen needs 
for pipes. uch being the probability, he 
would be in favor of having pipe galleries 
so large that, after all present pipes were 
run through them, they would still have 
sufficient room to accommodate 100 per 
cent. more than exist in the city to-day. 
of \ os rental of space in the galleries he 
said: 

‘It is stated that the corporations which 
now have free use of the streets (under- 

round) object to a fixed rate af rental. 
3ut I hear that they will not be opposed to 
paying a sum equal.to’' what~it-now ‘costs 
them to get at their own pipes, which is 
a considerable amount.” 

In closing, Mr. Corwine said that he fav- 
ored the plan to give the present Rapid 
Transit Commission charge of arranging 
for pipe galleries, because it had “‘ well 
guarded the city’s interests’’ in its further- 
ing of contracts for the underground road. 

A letter was read from Chief Engineer 
William Barclay Parsons. He: wrote that 
he considered the pipe gallery project one 
of policy, not of. engineering,.the latter 
part of the undertaking being compara- 
tively easy of solution after the city had 
determined on its policy in the matter. He 
mentioned briefly the necessity of providing 
that the galleries be so ventilated as to 
prevent -the accumulation of explosive 
gases. Controller Coler, who had been ex- 
pected to make a speech, sent a telegram 
of regret, in which he referred to the pipe 
gallery scheme as the “ most important ”’ 
row under debate.

IRISHMEN PRAISE THE MAYOR. 


Answering a Resolution, He Replies 
that He Is Glad that Americans 
Favor His Action. 


Mayor Van Wyck was visited yesterday 
by a delegation from the United Irish- 
American Societies of the City of New 
York, who presented to him a resolution 
praising him for refusing to lower the 
flags on the City Hall to half mast on the 
death of Queen Victoria. Mayor Van Wyck 
said in reply to the speech of Daniel F. 
Colahan, who headed the delegation: 

** My action has already been commented 
upon in the WEP EDITS. T am glad to see 
that Americans view my action with 
avor.”’ 

The resolutions presented to Mayor Van 
Wyck are as follows: 

Resolved, That we, the representatives of the 
United Irish-American Societies of New York, in 
meeting assembled, do hereby place on record 
our entire approval of Mayor Van Wyck’s action 
in refusing to fly the American flag at half 
mast in honor of Queen Victoria, because in so 
doing he complied with the established prece- 
dent not to lower the flag at half mast over 
the City Hall when foreign monarchs die; and, 
furthermore, had he violatéd the said precedaat 
at this juncture by yielding to the Anglo- 
maniacs it would be interpreted in England as 
an indorsernent of the Anglo-American alliance 
by the people of thts great metropolis, 

The resolution was passed at a regular 
meeting of the United Irish-American So- 
cieties held on Jan. 27.

STATE OF MIDDLE CHINA 


Quiet Reigns Around Si-An-Fu, the 
Temporary Capital. 


Natives Are Cordial and Deferential to 
Foreigners — Troops Becoming 


Tired of Camp Life. 


Foreign Correspondence New YORK TIMBS. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 29.—Outgivings ‘at 
Peking as to the intention of the Empress 
Dowager or the Emperor to make speedy 
return to the capital may be put down as 
an example of what is permitted by diplo- 
matic license. No names are attached to 
these announcements, which periodically 
appear, but they are not pure inventions, 
and they may be truthfully classed as offi- 
cial, If the imperial family were at Buf- 
falo at this season of the year and the 
diplomats at 8t. John, N. B., and there 
were no means of communication between 
the two places except by cart or camel, the 
journey would be less arduous than a Win- 
ter trip from Si-An-Fu to Peking, for over 
the American route decent roads may be 
found, while China's defects in this re- 
spect are nowhere more glaring than in 
the hilly and bleak tract that separates the 
two places. 

The year’s obituary record of Chinese 
officials was considerably augmented by the 
hardships of the western flight at a sea- 
son when it could be least uncomfortably 
made.

Indeed, so far as they pay attention to 
foreigners it is in a kindly, helpful way.

Disease Prevalent in Easthampton as 
Result of Troops’ Sojourn at 
, Montauk Point. 


Prof. Olin H, Landreth of the engineering 
school of Union College, Schenectady, vis- 
ited Easthampton, L. I., last month at the 
request of the State Board of Health to 
investigate the immediate causes of the 
prevalence of typhoid fever in the village. 
The professor has submitted a report to 
the board in which he says that during and 


after the Spanish war there was constant 
intercourse Metween the people of the vil- 
lage and the camp which was established 
at Montauk Point, fifteen miles distant, for 
troops returning from Cuba. -Many work- 
ing people from Easthampton were em- 
ployed at and near the camp. Bedding, 
clothing, and other articles were fitted up 
at Easthampton for sick soldiers from the 
c x 
“The first results in the village of the in- 
tercourse were numerous cases of tropical 
dysentery, during the fall of 1898. One case 
oF typhoid fever also occurred during Au- 
gust, 1898, the patient having been at the 
camp previously. Later in the year there 
were a few other cases, and in 1900 several 
other cases occurred within 600 feet of the 
site of one of the hospitals where several 
soldiers were sick with typhoid during the 


Summer of 1898. 

The report says there is little doubt— 
whatever may have been the means by 
which the infection reached Easthampton— 
that it became established there by soil 
implantation and that it was disseminated 
either through the agency of percolation 
into the ground water, from which all the 
patients took part at least of the supply, 
or through the air, by the medium of dust 
blown by the winds. 

Prof. Landreth says tnat unless vigorous 
sanitary measures are taken there.is a 
prospect of the disease developing into an 
epidemic from the existing centres during 
the coming season. 


THE ADAMS EXPRESS ROBBERY. 


Philadelphia Police Arrest a Negro, but 
Release Him Later—Detectives 
Follow Clues. 


One arrest was made yesterday in connec- 
tion with the robbery of an express car of 
the Adams Express Company on the Penn- 
sylvania “Owl” train. shortly after mid- 
night last Sunday morning, while the train 
was en route from Philadelphia to Jersey 
City. The arrest was made in Philadelphia, 
and the prisoner was a young colored man. 
Later, however, when examined at De- 


tective Headquarters in Philadelphia,” the 
man was released, there being insufficient 
evidence to connect him with the robbery. 
The arrest was made on the strength of a 
telegram from Trenton to the Philadelphia 
police» giving a description of the negro and 
saying that he-had sold a gold watch there 
similar to one stolen from the car, for 80 
cents. 

The detectives engaged on the case are in 
possession of a number of clues, one or the 
other of which, or several in combination 
are expected to lead to the apprehension ot 
all the robbers within the next few days. 
The most important of these came yester- 
day from Princeton Junction. 

Night Agent Wolfe at the junction saw 
three men on Friday night, who asked the 
time of departure of tbe eastbound ‘train, 
After receiving the desired information the 
three men left, but @w¢wo hours later Wolfe 
saw one of them aboard the Owl, due at 
the junction at 1:53 A, M., Sunday morning. 
Wolfe saw a light in the head express car 
of the train just as it was leaving the sta- 
tion. He has sent a description of the men 
to the Jersey City office of the express 
company, and_ Superintendent Murphy of 
the Atlantic Division has been sent to 
Princeton Junction.to investigate the mat- 
ter. It is believed that the robbery was 
planned at the junction. 

Another circumstance thought to have an 
important bearing on the case was reported 
from Deans, a village near New Brunswick. 
Isaac L. Vandewater of that place had’ a 
valuable horse and buggy stolen from his

CHRISTIAN SCIENTIST 
PEASE WON'T TALK 


Declines to Answer Pointed Ques- 
tions in Brush Will Case. 


Mrs. Stetson, “ First Reader,” Accused 


of Exercising Undue Influence—An 
ex-Scientist’s Revelations. 


The contest by her brother of the will of 
Helen C. Brush, who left nearly all of her 
property to the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, was resumed yesterday before 
Surrogate Fitzgerald. The direct charge 
was made that Augusta E. Stetson, called 
‘The First Reader”’ of the Church, had 
used undue influence in order to get Miss 
Brush to make the will. This is the first 
time that Mrs, Stetson has been directly 
charged with being responsible for the will, 
although at other hearings it has been 
proved that she went to the lawyer’s office 
and furnished him with the data from 
which he drew the will. . 

At the previous hearing Charles G. Pease, 
M. D., D. D. S., C. S., who signed the death 
certificate in the case of Miss Brush, gave 
such testimony as to cause President Mur- 
phy of the Health Board to summon him 
before a Police Magistrate to answer the 
charge of violating the Sanitary Code. The 
dentist-scientist, as Dr. Pease is now 
known, é@ntered court ycosterday with his 
own counsel, ex-Assistant District Attor- 
ney Unger, and on the advice of his coun- 
sel refused to answer nearly all of the 
questions put to him, on the grounds that 
they might incriminate him. 

Next to the testimony which it was ex- 
pected that Dn Pease would give, the chief 
interest centred in the testimony of Caro- 
lyn §S. Chudoba, a public school teacher, 
who had been one of Mrs. Stetson’s stu- 
dents and who had done some practicing of 
Christian Science ‘ healing.”’ Miss Chu- 
doba is no longer a Scientist, and she was 


ready to\tell all she knew about the prac- 
tices of Mrs. Eddy’s followers. 

Dr. Pease was the first witness called. 

‘“‘ Did you bting your visiting books with 
you, in which is shown when you called 
on Miss Brush?’’ asked John M. Bowers, 
who, with Latting & Wadhams, represents 
the contestant. 

“I put myself under the privilege that 
the law allows me and refuse to answer, on 
the ground that it might tend to incrim- 
inate mé,’’ was the. answer.

It was also 
disclosed that in the case of a child named 
Ray he had signed the death certificate

man up to a few months before her death.

in addressing the Surrogate, said: 

“The whole contest is a direct charge 
of fraud. The fraud was perpetrated by 
Mrs. Stetson and those cmaores by her, 
og the proposition is that Dr. Pease held 
his position in the,Church so that he could 
sign the death certificates of those people 
who had been treated by the healers.”’

RESCUES AT A TENEMENT FIRE. 


Firemen Take People Out of. the Fifth 
Floor Windows. | 


Fire in the five-story tenement house at 
267 West Fortieth Street early yesterday 
morning, created the wildest excitement 
among the tenants, many of whom were 
rescued from imminent danger of burning 
to death. The rear of the héuse from the 
second floor to the roof was wrecked, and 
the top floor was completely gutted. 

The fire started In some unknown man- 
ner near the light shaft in the flat of D. J. 
Best, on the third floor. The entire build- 
ing is tenanted by negroes, one of whom 
discovered smoke after the flames had 
os considerabie headway. When the 
iremen arrived they found the hallways 
filled with areaeing men, women, and 
children. Many had trunks, bedding, and 
other articles of household furniture with 
them. The fire had by this time mounted 
te -the roof, and the neighborhood was 
illuminated, while the shouts’and shrieks 
of the frantic tenants brought a great 
crowd to the scene. ; 

Fireman Brown of Engine Company No. 
26 saw several people at the front win- 
dows, five flights up. They were shrieking 
for help. The ladders had not yet ar- 
rived. rown ran into the adjoining tene- 
ment house and got to the top floor. Then 
he got out on the window ledge, and cling- 
ing with one hand to the window, he helped 
four people across the narrow ledges from 
the burning building to the one adjoining. 
see those rescued were almost suffo- 
cated. 

Fred Deisroth, driver for Chief Binns. 
made his way to the fourth floor and found 
Charles Chase, wife, and baby. They were 
almost asphyxiated, but recovered when 
taken to the fresh air. 

Before the fire was extinguished a second 
alarm had been sent in and six apartments 
had been destroyed. 

Chief Binns said it was a miracle that 
no lives were lost, as the house was over- 
crowded. He estimated the loss at $10,000. 


PANIC IN A SCHOOL. 


Heater Sets Fire to Ceiling and Chil- 
dren Struggle to Escape. 


Fire in the basement of Sts. Peter and 
Paul’s Roman‘ Catholic Church, at Hud- 
son and Fourth Streets, Hoboken, yester- 
day, caused a panic among about 200 chil- 
dren in the building, but fortunately no 
one was seriously injured. .The basement 
of the church, which is a brick edifice, is 
used as a schoolroom, and there are al- 


ways from 150 to 200 children in attendance. 

Owing to the cold weather, a big fire 
had been started in the furnace, which 
became overheated, with the result that 
the wainscoting and the ceiling caught 
fire. The flames crept along the cetling, 
and the fact that the place was on fire was 
soon discovered by the children. 

In spite of the efforts of the teachers to 
keep order, the children made a wild scram- 
ble for the exists, overturning ehairs and 
desks and falling over each other in their 
efforts to get out. A number of them were 
bruised, and some of them had their cloth- 
ing torn in the struggle tg, escape. The 
arrival of Father Hofschnelder, pastor of 
the church, put an end to the panic, and 
order was restored. 

When the fire was discovered, several 

rsons turned in alarms,from different

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THE CUTTER VENCEDOR SOLD. 


Famous Fresh Water Yacht. Will Re 
* turn to the Lakes. 


The famous forty-five-foot fin-keel cutter 
Vencedor has been sold by H. M. Gillig, 
former Commodore of the Larchmont 
Yacht Club, to Fred A. Price of the Chi- 
cago and Columbia Yaéht Clubs, and will 
be taken West to race on Lake Michigan 
during -the coming season. 

The Vencedor was built at Racine, Wis., 
from designs by T. Poekel, in 1896, at a 
cost of about $10,000, and is one of the 
most celebrated boats that ever sailed the 
&K/eat lakes. She represented the fresh- 
water yachtsmen of the United States in 
the races for the Gooderham Cup off Toledo 
in 1896, losing to the Canada. The cup was 
deeded back for future racés under the 
name of the Canada’s Cup, and is now held 
in Chicago, having been won by the Gene- 
see last season. 

In 1897 the Vencedor was bought by for- 
mer Commodore Gillig and brought East, 
After: several thousand dollars had been 
spent in alterations and new furnishings, 
she was sailed only that one season, and 
for three years has been laid up at Haw- 
kins’s yard, at City Island. ; 

.The principal dimensions of the Vencedor 
are as follows: Length over all, 64 feet; 
water line length, 4% feet; racing measure- 
ment, 47 feet; forward overhang, 11 feet; 
after overhang, 10 feet; beam, 12 feet | 
inches; draught, 10 feet. The hull is built 
of mahogany, and the interior fittings are 
of. the same material. There are berths for 
fourteen. The rigging includes three suits 
of sails and two sets of spars.

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PARKHURST SOCIETY 
AFTER BOOKMAKERS 


Will Ask District Attorney to Re- 
submit Complaints. 


Charge Made that Indictments Against 
Nine Persons Were Dismissed With- 
out Notification|to the Society. 


District Attorney Philbin will be request- 
ed by Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst’s Society 
for the Prevention of Crime to resubmit to 
the February Grand Jury the complaints 
against nine persons indicted for bookmak- 
ing upon the evidence of the agents of the 
society, and whose indictments were sub- 
sequently dismissed, without notification to 
Dr. Parkhurst and without opposition from 
the District Attorney. 

This decision was arrived at yesterday 
at the meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Parkhurst Society, before which 
Dr. Parkhurst laid the matter, as it was re- 
ported to him by Superintendent Burr. 

That new indictments will result from 
their submission of the complaints to the 
February Grand Jury, despite its political 
complexion, the society is confident. 

Interests of State Senator Timothy D. 
Sullivan, it is thought by members of the 
Executive Committee, according to a prom- 
inent member of the society, are involved 
{in the cases, and these interests are con- 


sidered largely responsible tor tne dismissal 
oft the indictments. 

The cases which District Attoeney Philbin 
will be asked to again lay before the Grand 
Jury are those of William McIntyre, Charles 
Wilson, Frederick Jackson, and Louis Gal- 
lagher, indicte@ March 15, 1900, for book- 
making at 612 Sixth Avenue, and Patrick J. 
Murphy, indicted as John Murray April 6, 
1900, for the same offense at 152 and 154 
West Forty-second Street. Complaint was 
made against these men by John E. Thomp- 
son, a Parkhurst agent, who swore before 
the Grand Jury that he made bets in these 
places on horse races. He omitted, how- 
ever, to state, it develops. that the ad- 
dresses given were in the Borough of Man- 
hattan, County of New York. all for all 
five was given in the police court by John 
J. Riordan of 91 Roosevelt Street. 

Ex-Judge Wauhope Lynn and P. J. Britt, 
counsel for the five men, served on Dis- 
trict Attorney Gardiner later notice that 
motions to djsmiss the indictments would 
be made on the ground that the evidence 
given before the Grand Jury failed to con- 
fer jurisdiction; that it did not appear that 
the offense charged was committed in the 
County of New York; that no proof was 
given to show that any horse race was run 
on the day mentioned, or that the defend- 
ants were proprietors of the places named. 

June 22 all of the cases were transferred 
to the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court upon Col. Gardiner’s motion. This 
transference of poolroom cases to the court, 
whose time is ordinarily taken up_ with 
important. homicide cases, the Park- 
hurst Society declares is unusual. July 3 
the indictments were dismissed, as were 
those against four other persons similarly 
charged. As the motion was made in opén 
court, the Assistant District Attorneys on 
duty may oppose, or coincide in the motion 
orally, and no record of their action is 
made on the papers. Justice Fursman 
dismissing the indictments, wrote the fol- 
lowing indorsement thereon: 

‘*Motion to dismiss 1s granted. The evi- 
dence does not show that the offense was 
committed in the County of New York.” 
Notification of the dismissals was never 
received by the Parkhurst society, and only 
last week did they learn that such disposi- 
tion had been made. 

How the defendants’ counsel learned that 
Agent Thompson omitted to state the bor- 
ough and cdunty in which the offense was 
committed is what the *Parkhurst society 
would like to know. 

“One of the most peculiar phases of the 
whole matter,’’ said ex-Police 
sioner Frank Moss last night, “is that 
among the papers in these cases on file 
in ‘the Clerk of General Sessions’ office 
there is no motion to inspect the Grand 
Jury minutes, although there is a copy of 
the stenographer’s transcript of the testi- 
mony. The inference is, therefore, that 
the accused men's counsel were informed 
of the discrepancy in Thompson’s testi- 
mony by some one connected with the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office or the Grand Jury.”’ 

“Not 25 per cent. of the indictments 
found, being so hurriedly prepared, would 
meet all legal exactions, if the minutes of 
the Grand Jury were inspected: For this 
reason Judges seldom grant such motions. 
If a motion to inspect the minutes was 
made by counsel, the District Attorney 
must have been cognizant of the fact. But 
if such a motion was made,. where is it? 
It is not:among the papers. 

“This is the first instance that the soci- 
ety remembers where any cases it was in- 
terested in were disposed of without notice 
of such disposal being sent us. The whole 
proceeding, including the transfer of the 
cases to.the Supreme Court, is peculiar, to 
say the least. owever, there is no use in 
kicking dead dogs. Gardiner is out and the 
society has no axe to grind with him." 

Mr. McIntyre, who was on duty fim the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court at 
the time of the dismissal of the indict- 
ments, when asked concerning the matters 
stated that he had no recollection of the 
cases, as motions to dismiss indictments 
were handed him every day by members 
of the staff. On the motion to dismiss in 
one of the cases there appears this indorse- 
ment: * PapersS with Mr. McIntyre.”

nificence by none. Mr. Pierce is very 
secretive about his plans in regard to his 
debut into the field of yachting. It is said 
by his friends, however, that he will prob- 
ably “join some New Yo club, and that 
his present plans involve a long stay in 
New York each year. Mr. Pierce recently 
attracted much attention, the country over, 
by settling a suit against him for $12,000 
for portraits of his family brought by 
Artist Anders Zorn, in order that he might 
obtain the paintings and burn them.

ee And so, in trutH, it is. The President 
Ras “een suspected and accused, at 
times, of prostituting the civil service to 
‘-yarious irrelevant considerations which 
should properly be subordinate to the 
primary consideration of efficiency, If 
we remember rightly, this accusation has 
proceeded also from ourselves. All the 
more reason why we should bear witness 
that the President has not prostituted 
the military service, to the best of our 
knowledge and belief, to political consid- 
erations, since, and even before, the time 
at which, under the pressure of public 
opinion, Secretary ALGER was absolutely 


“forced out.” 
This is really, fellow-citizens, a very 


decent kind of Government under which 
we are living. Just suppose that, in a 
“monarchical Government, the unlament- 
; ed ALGER had been a Prince of the blood, 
with a hereditary “pull.” How impos- 
sible it would have been to get rid of 
him! Yet how easy it comparatively was 
to get rid of him here, and after his bale- 
_ful influence was once understood ‘and 
acknowledged, to bless those whom he 
had cursed, and to curse those whom he 
had blessed. . 
é' We confess that the names of those 
__ _Awhom he plessed do not immediately oc- 
+ ¢clir’to us. Neither, very likely, would 
they to thérevered ex-Secretary himself, 
now that his beneficiaries can no longer 
be’ his benefactors. And, indeed, the 
name of the ex-Secretary of War occurs 
to us mainly because that gf hig arch- 
énemy was sent to the Senate yesterday 
as the nominee for the Lieutenant Gen- 


eralship. 
It would doubtless be a mistake to 


suppose that the opposition of ex-Secre- 
tary ALGER would afford a ground of 
opposition to the establishment of Gen. 
MILEs in the position he already holds at 
the head of the army, or has, in fact, 
anything to do with that tardy promo-

FEE’s appointment to the command of 
the contingent in China. Said the first 
West Point Brahman, “ Well, CHAFFER 


can fight, all right.” Said the second

That is the spirit in which magnanimous 
men who have had the advantage of a 
military education view the advancement 
of a brave and competent soldiey who 
has not had that advantage. And that is 
the spirit in which the “jumping” of 
Gen. CHAFFEE over half a dozen of his 
seniors will, we believe, be viewed by 
the people of the United States. As to 
the favorable light in which it will be 
viewed by the army, there can be no 
doubt whatever.

PROPER COMPETITION. 
In an interview in The Evening Post 


Mr, CoLiipr, the new President of the 
State Civil Service Commission, submits 
some sensible remarks regarding the re- 
quirements and working of the present 
law which it is the duty af the commis- 
sion to administer. 

He does not think that it needs any 
radical amendment. He has one sugges- 
tion to make as to the exemption from 
competitive examination of ‘ deputies” 
and “' secretaries "’: 


My personal opinion is that the section of 
the law which absolutely\exempts deputies 
and secretaries of all offices authorized by 
law to have secretaries, and which puts 
these officers in the exempt class whether 
or not, in the opinion of the commission, 
such positions can be properly filled as the 
result of a competitive examination, needs 
some limitation, so that mere clerks oc- 
cupying secretaryships that are nominal 
rather than real, and persons that are 
called ‘‘deputies’’ in the statutes which 
create the positions, but who are, in fact, 
subordinates with little range of discretion, 
may be put in the competitive class. 


This is in the direct line of the Consti- 
tutional requirement that all appoint- 
ments shall be made for “ merit and fit- 
ness, which shall be ascertained, so far 
as practicable, by examinations which, 
so far as practicable, shall be competti- 
tive.” President COLLIER proceeds to 
say: 


The ‘‘ White law,’’ when honestly en- 
forced and reasonably construed, does not, 
in my opinion, place any undue restriction 
upon appointing officers, but it goes as far 
in controlling them in the important task 
of selecting their subordinates as seems 
, wise, or fair, or compatible with the offi- 
cial responsibility of the superior officer. 
That clause of the ‘‘ White law” which 
authorizes the commission to exempt all 
places for the filling of which a competi- 
tive examination is impracticable imposes 
upon the commission a duty which it ought 
not to hesitate to perform judicially, un- 
moved alike by the importunities of spoils- 
men for improper exemptions, and by the 
captious criticism of those who believe all 
positions should be competitive, and who 
ignore this salutary limitation fixed by stat- 
ute and decided by good sense. 


We do not know exactly to what class 
reference is made in this last clause, In 
the course of a pretty wide discussion of 
this subject, we have never encountered 
these who “ believe all positions should 
be competitive.” The Constitution, as 
we have cited it, distinctly requires that 
all positions shall be competitive so far 
as practicable. In deciding how far that 
is, two facts should be borne in mind. 
One is whether the qualifications for the 
place to be filled are such as are likely 
to be possessed by more than one candi- 
date. If they are, competition will give 
a bettér choice. The other is that where 
appointments under the law are for a 
probationary term, and the competitive 
tests are not final, the value of the pro- 
bation must be taken into account as 
supplementing the examination. In any 
case, there is one thing that ought not to 
be ignored in deciding whether competi- 
tive examinations are or are not practi- 
cable, and that is experience in similar 
offices. Where good men have been got 
by competition, it is conclusive. 


THE TEACHERS AND LEGISLATION, 


The teachers in the public schools are 
circulating through their pupils large 
numbers of copies of a circular addressed 
to the Senator and Assemblyman of the 
district in which the signers reside. It 
reads as follows: ‘ You are respectfully 
requested to do all in your power, both by 
your vote and by your influence as a pub- 
lic official, to prevent radical changes 
in the laws governing the public schools 
of New York City, particularly those re- 
ferring to teachers’ salaries, and to the 
Teachers’ Retirement Fund.” There is 
added to the circular the significant hint, 
“To be signed by voters only.” 

This is unfortunate and ill-advised. It 
will be noticed that this circular is not 
a petition to the Legislature as a body, 
but a request to individual members, to 
be signed by the “voters” of their re- 
spéctive districts, It is open to the in- 
terpretation that it is intended to exert 
political pressure on the legislator to 
whom it is addressed. It is, moreover, 
circulated for signature through the 
children attending the classes of the 


teachers whose interests are involved in’ 


the legislation referred to. Such tactics 
are bound to be offensive to parents, and 
are likely to do, and ought to do, more 
harm than good to the public employés 
and employés resorting to them. 

In any circumstances it is not well for 
those in the pay of the public to organize 
@ movement of any sort to influence 
the Legislature in the interest of their 
own pockets, but even if this be permis- 
sible in some forms it is entirely im- 
proper to enlist in th& task the little 
children under*the charge of the inter- 
ested teachers. We can and do condemn 
this most injudicious scheme the more 
freely because we have heartily opposed 
“ radical changes” in the law governing” 
teachers’ salaries and their retirement 
fund. We believe that thé present law 
is on the whole a wise and fair settle- 

| ment of @ question which at one time 
‘came near to destroying the usefulness 
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of the schools. But if this law is re- 


pealed, it will largely be due to the re- 
sentment aroused by this peculiar and 
improper conduct of the teachers. 


ENGLISH VIEWS OF FOREIGN COM- 


PETITION. 

Much reading of the English news- 
papers, and especially of those which dis- 
cuss trade matters, weuld give one the 
impression that the English people are 


extremely ill-natured. The petulant 
tone in which they discuss phases of 
foreign competition would warrant this 
conclusion. Not only is any intrusion 
upon the field claimed as their own by 
British manufacturers resented as an 
outrage, but Parliament is called upon 
to do all sorts of impossible things to 
reprove and discourage further~ mani- 
festations of such audacity. The refusal 
of the English people to recognize even 
in a conspicuous example of foreign en- 
terprise—such, for example, as the build- 
ing in Germany of the largest and fastest 


ship afloat—anything more than a tour. 
de force, or a spasmodic effort to do 


something to England’s disadvantage 
without profit to themselves, is proba- 


bly temperamental. For example, Engi- 
neering, a most respectable and general- 
ly intelligent journal of information and 


opinion on matters connected’ with the 
engineering trades, thus presents to its 
readers the aspects of foreign competi- 
tion with British industry at the begin- 
ning of the century: 


Then there is a nibbling and squeakin 
from yun. where they make frolle 
jeists; and a loud, threatening howl from 
Germany, where they make very big steel 
castings, (and also very little ones, wath 
no unexpected hard places to break drills; 
and where, in fact, they make more steel 
in the year than we do, although we have 
the satisfaction of knowfng*that it is most- 
ly by that basic process we ourselves in- 
vented and then despised;) and a sharp 
bark comes across the water with a cargo 
of rails for Aberdeen. Indeed, if we can 
rouse ourselves from our easy chair in front 
of the fire and throw open the window 
wide, such a sound of hungry barking, 
yapping, roaring, growling, grunting, and 
squeaking: comes through the keen air of 
the century’s dawn that, if we are wise, 
we shall change slippers for boots, reach 
down the gun, and slip round to the fold 
before the whole pack is over the fence. 

It is difficult to imagine anything more 
flippant and undignified than such a de- 
scription or anything less instructive than 
the suggestion that when the nation 
chooses-to arouse itself it can brush aside 


the trivial annoyance of the “ barking, 
yapping,, roaring, growling, grunting, 
and squeaking’’ competitors which are 
now menacing British industrial suprem- 
acy. From any point of view other than 
an English one, that sort of comment 
looks very silly. Indeed, it appears to 
the disinterested outsider as if Belgium, 
Germany and the United States are at- 
tending very strictly to business, while 
the performances above catalogued are 
confined wholly to England. 

The British are a great people, but 
they’ do not own the earth, nor is their 
relation to it that of general manager. 
There is nothing impertinent in the ef- 
forts of other nations to cultivate their 
parts of it, and to find markets for their 
products wherever they can—even in 
England, if the opportunity offers. The 
typical Englishman has many admirable 
qualities, but for any bitterness of for- 
eign competition he has only himself to 
blame. It adds zest to the efforts of for- 
eign manufacturers to capture the trade 
he considers his, to see how hard he 
takes it, and how little he bestirs himself 
to recover lost ground by well-directed 
business enterprise. The introduction of 
a bit more of what MATTHEW ARNOLD 
happily designated as “sweet reason- 
ableness’”’ into the tone of English com- 
mercial literature would make it more 
useful—if less amusing. 


POSSIBLY A ~-TRAGEDY OF ERRORS. 

In all communities half a century ago 
and in some communities to-day a 
charge made by a woman against a 
man such as has just led to a homicidal 
assault in Arlington, N. J., would be al- 
most universally acceptea as true with- 
out inquiry or any demand for evidence 
to support it. To the popular mind such 
accusations appear credible because the 
alternative theory, that a respectable 
woman should falsely make charges of 
that nature, appears altogether incredi- 
ble. Accordingly, the crowd at Arlington 
applauds Mr. Barker for shooting the 
Rev! Joun KELLAR and presses eagerly 
forward to shake his hand and show its 
sympathy. 

It: is more than possible, however, 
as a theory of the case it is even 
probable, that a woman’s insane de- 


‘lusion has caused this attempted mur- 


der, that the Rev, Mr. K®Biiar is inno- 
cent of wrongdoing, that the wife of 
BARKER has suffered no wrong, and that 
from the beginning the affair is a trag- 
edy of errors, Where there is any reason 
to suspect the existence of insane delu- 
sions it becomes in the highest degree 
dangerous to reason, as the unfortunate 
husband evidently did reason, from ex- 
perience of normal human _ behavior. 
Those manifestations which sympathetic 
neighbors attribute to the sorrow and 
shame of a great wrong, the “ nervous- 
ness’ and ‘“‘ hysteria” which they sup- 
pose to be due to her secret suffering, 
point rather to a cause than to an effect, 
They create at once the presumption 
that the woman was neurotic, that her 
nervous system was out of balance, and 
in neurotic Women insane delusions of

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——Later information as to what hap- 
pened when the Grand Opera “House in 
Cincinnati was burned the other day sup- 
plies no explanation as to why the endan- 
gered people were so extraordinarily self- 
possessed, but it adds, on the contrary, to 
the astonishment created by the first re- 
ports of their behavior. In a letter pub- 
Ushed by The Boston Transcript Mr. SoTH- 
ERN writes: ‘'I never saw nor heard of 
such an orderly retreat from a ghastly 
danger. The flames shot up twenty feet 
high in the middle of the auditorium, but 
the people went out without excitement 
end with a calm determination not to 
break into a panic that was a fine com- 
ment on the character of those who came 
to see the play, I helped a lot of women 
over the footlights. I said to the first one 
of them: ‘If you will move that musi- 
cian’s chair nearer I can help you up, but 
wait a minute, for if the others see you 
getting up here it may start a panic,’ and 
she said, just as if I were talking at a tea 
party, ‘All right, Mr. SoTrHERN, tell me 
when you are ready!’ The others about 
her took the same tone, and in a minute I 
helped her over. Hundreds of women were 
helped up, all quite quiet and unafraid. In 
the meantime those at the back of the au- 
ditorium were able to get out without be- 
ing crowded. Five minutes after the 
flames burst through the floor of the stage. 
The entire theatre was destroyed; not a 
stick left,"" Mr. SoTHERN more than hints 
his belief that the audience attracted bysa 
Shakespearean play would naturally be in- 
telligent enough to realize that the only 
chance of safety lay in the preservation of 
calmness. There may be something in 
that theory, but we have already expressed 
our doubts of its adequacy to account for 
the fact that absolutely everybody in this 
Cincinnati audience kept his or her head 
in a situation that has so often proved too 
much for ordinary humanity. Other mo- 
tives than appreciation of dramatic poetry 
attract people to Shakespearean plays, and 
the possession of such appreciation by no 
means necessarily Involves the possession 
of perfectly controlled courage in the face 
of death in its most dreadful form. There 
is some other explanation of that marvel- 
ous display. What is it? 


—One lone correspondent has come to 
the defense of bad manners in the box of- 
fices of theatres, and even he could make 
only two points, both irrelevant. The first 
was that some would-be purchasers of tick- 
ets were unreasonable and inconsiderate, 
and tried the ticket-seller’s patience. That 
is presumably true, but the ticket seller is 
paid to keep his temper for the sake of his 
employer’s interests, and his personal suf- 
ferings are as little of an explanation as 
they are of an excuse for displays of inso- 
lence toward people against whom he has 
no grievance. The other point was that 
the manager, and not the ticket seller, is 
to blame for the allotment of the best tick- 
ets to speculators and outside agencies for 
sale ‘at advanced prices. But everybody 
knows that, and not one of our many corre- 
spondents has ever made any other con- 
tention, so the attempt to shift the field of 
discussion will be as useless as it was ab- 
surd. As for ‘“‘ seeing the manager,”’ that is 
almost always impossible, those great be- 
ings being accustomed to guard themselves 
with ‘scrupulous and successful care from 
the sight and hearing of the ordinary the- 
atregoér. It is always possible to write to 
them, however, and when that fails to pro- 
duce the desired reform of manners in the 
box office—or of any other theatre griev- 
ance, for that matter—there is always the 
easy and effectual punishment of patron- 
age withheld. 


—There is some reason for believing, or 
at least for suspecting, that the recent de- 
cision to close the Vesta Cotton Mills, at 
Charleston, 8, C., was due less to the un- 
trustworthy character of the colored labor 
that had been employed than to certain 
unfavorable conditions that made the op- 
eration of the mills; as @ test of the negro’s 
value as a factory hand, both unfair and 
inconclusive. The President of the Vesta 
Company says that “‘ the principal cause” 
of the failure was lack of control over the 
employes out of working hours, and this 
resulted from the fact that they lived in 
homes scattered over all parts of the city, 
instead of in tenements owned by the com- 
pany and situated close to its mills, as is 
customary with enterprises of this kind. 
Then there is much truck farming in the 
vicinity of Charleston, creating at certain 
seasons of the year an urgent demand for 
labor and rewarding it at a rate higher 
than the mills could pay. Thus were the 
operatives subjected to a stronger tempta- 
tion to leave their regular work ‘than any 
except the wisest of them could withstand, 
Further explanation of their tendency to 
desert the mills is found in the fact that 
ina comparatively rich agricultural region 
like that around Charleston members of 
the laboring class are not restricted to a 
single form of industry, as in the ordinary 
mill town, and therefore were not cautious 
about throwing up their positions when 
discontented. The President also declares 
that a considerable proportion of the negro 
operatives met all requirements as regards 
intelligence and skill, and compared favor- 
ably with white operatives in continuous 
industry. A Charleston clergyman, in pro- 
testing against the deductions that have 
been drawn from the closing of the Vesta 
mills, calls attention to the circumstance 
that this same plant has twice before sus- 
pended operations, though its labor was 
then all white. 


——Among the army nominations sent in 
yesterday by the President was that of 
Col. SAMUEL S. SUMNER of the Sixth Cav- 
alry, to be Brigadier General. This officer 
isa son of Gen, EDWIN V. SUMNER, who 
fought in the Black Hawk and Mexican 
wars, and closed a distinguished military 
eareer in the third year of the rebellion, 
While the father was a corps commander 
in the Army of the Potomac, the son 
served ,on his staff with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant, and years ago a very pretty story 
used to be told of the two. In one ¢f the 
hottest actions of the Peninsular campaign 
Gen. SuMNER had occasion to send an im- 
portant order across a wide stretch of open 
land, swept by the constant fire of the 
enemy. Selectien for the service was little 
less than condemnation to death, how little 
less the General fully realized as he noted 
his own son in the group of aids from 
whom the messenger had to be selected. 
There was a moment of hesitation, and 
then the call came, .

takes many forms and is something which 
the brayest are least reluctant to confess. 


——Tipping is like bribery, in that, though 
considerably more than half the con- 
temptuous indignation excited by it really 
Ought to be directed against the giver, 
nearly all, if not quite all, of it is usually 
bestowed upon the taker. Not only is the 
miserable tipping system perpetuated by 
the men who bestow the tips, rather than 
by the menials who receiye them, but in 
the few places where earnest efforts are 
made to abolish the evil custom, the would- 
be reformers have to be on their guard 
more against thé giving than the taking 
of the tabooed gifts. This has recently been 
strikingly illustrated in the Union League 
Club of Philadelphia. Four years ago the 
Directors. of ‘that organization established 
the house rule in force in most well-regu- 
lated clubs to the effect that ‘‘ any member 


or visitor who should give any money or 
gratuity to a servant of the league for any 
service save polishing of boots, would be 
reported to the board, and the servant ac- 


cepting this gratuity would be dismissed.”’ 
Of late it has been noticed that certain 
members, with the object of getting special 
attention from the servants, were secretly 
giving tips. Knowledge of this reaching 
the club officers, they have sent to every 
member a circular letter calling attention 
to the rule, and emphatically demanding its 
observance. ‘‘ For three years,’ the Sec- 
retary of the club is quoted as saying, ‘‘ the 
rule was obeyed, but now some are begin- 
ning to backslide. The rule was made in 
the interest of the entire membership. I 
think the steps taken are sufficient to 
stamp the practice out. I don't anticipate 
having to take further action.” It is pleas- 
ing to see that the’Secretary puts all the 
blame exactly where it belongs—on the tip 
givers. 


THE BRONX WATER SUPPLY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a daily reader of your paper, I take 
the liberty of asking you if you will give 
the following letter your earliest consid- 
eration: 

“As a resident of the Bronx Borough for 
the last twelve years, I have never seen 
the water supply in such a condition as it 
exists here to-day. We are left days at 
a time without water, and when it does 
“flow you have to wait at least thirty min- 
utes to procure a pailful. 
a state of affairs exist? Are we not en- 
titled to the same consideration as Man- 
hattan; do we not pay the same taxes? 
If so, something should be done to remedy 
this condition of affairs. It strikes me 
that there is a ‘nigger in the woodpilée’ 
somewhere, and why should not the per- 


sons responsible for conditiéns as they 
exist be held criminally responsible and 
railroaded or prosecuted? 

“Think of it! A prominent authority in 
the Water Department told me yesterday 
that there was énly four days’ supply on 
hand. Let us look at what a serious thing 
this means. Suppose we had a conflagra- 
tion in this locality, where most all the 
\houses are ‘framework, and no water to 
meet the demand. What a cry wouid be 
raised by the insurance companies, and 
what would be heard from the or man 
who had strived to have a little-home and 
lost everything merely on account of the 
lack of water, not mentioning about the 
sanitary conditions that would arise and 
the sickness that must ensue. 

‘*We are told that they have remedied 
the shortage somewhat by cutting off the 
supply from the upper apartments in flats. 
Are not these people entitled to any éon- 
sideration at all? What a nerve for a 
public official to make any such statement. 
Only this morning we were compelled to 
melt snow in order to have water to meet 
our daily demands. Complaint_after gom- 

laint has been made to the Mayor~-and 
Bommissioner Dalton, and as yet they have 
done nothing, nor do we expect them: to do 
anything.

CHRISTIANS AND THE SALOONS. 


To the Dditor of The New York Times: 

When will so-called Christians learn to be" 
practical? No man to-day will make any 
sacrifice individually for the cause of Christ 


or the Church. He may give out of his 
abundance liberally, but he is too keen a 


business man to sacrifice his real estate and 
sell a prominent corner for half its value 
to prevent a saloon being opened. Nor 
would his individual effort be of any avail. 
Local optjon is better where the property 
owners jointly object, but these same ob- 
jectors would gladly receive good paying 
rents from saleons not in their neighbor- 
hood, 

The saloon is the outcome of our social 
conditions, which the Church has no desire 


to change, and it makes no effort to inquire 
the cause thereof or make known the end- 
less economic facts daily and hourly pre- 
sented to it. The saloon, as it is improperly 
called, is, as it is called in England, a 
public house—a house for the public to 
use, which it does in—hundreds of ways. 
Here men meet who live long distances 
apart to settle many matters rélating to 
business of an infinite variety, including 
legitimate and illegitimate transactions. 
Many business deals are settled in saloons 
and many political; many bets made and 
settled; much so-called sport is arranged 
in saloons, and old friends who meet ad- 
journ to the saloon for want of a better 
place. 

What has the Church done to provide a 
substitute? Opened mission houses, where 
people can go andihear psalms, hymns, anu 
prayers ad lib. gratis. Cannot any person 
with two, only two, grains of sense see 
in the Church's action its ignorance of 
every-day life and economic conditions? 
Positively there is no real sincerity in any- 
thing the Church does. 

.Iits charities are an abomination in that 
it it makes its recipients feel so abject and 
humbled that many. prefer to starve to 
seeking relief, and an army of hypocritical, 
lazy parasites receive the aid the truly de- 
serving should, because they play the 
Uriah Heap part of contemptible lick- 
spittles and canting hypocrites. Further, 
their costly method of distribution is an 
iniquity. It costs about $40,000 a year in 
New York to distribute some $8,000. Figure 
up the cost of charity bureau building, 
rent, secretaries, clerks, innumerable offi- 
cials, and useless expenses and judge for 
yourself, 

What the church can do if it means busi- 
ness: 

Let it open a well-equi ped place next to 
the saloon, not a Cheap John affair, but at- 
tractive, where comfortable seats and ta- 
bles are provided, where all the newspapers 
of the day can be found, where a fine cup 
of coffee can be had, and a really good 
cigar; where dominoes, chess, and cards 
can be had; writing paper, envelopes, 
Stamps, good writing pens, and desks to 
write on, let the stationery be first class 
and moderate in price. Where can you go 
to write a letter to-day outside of your 
office or place of business but the saloon? 

Crack brained missions won't fill the bill, 
and *‘ Come to Jesus ”’ talk has no effect. 

Men want social intercourse. Dingy tene- 
ments with squalling children, and gloomy 
match-box apartment house, rooms, where 
if you don’t turn round very carefully, you 
upset the bric-A-brac of the lady of the 
house, is not the place, hence to the sa- 
loon, men hie. Mamma will have no smoking 
in her parlor, and the idea of Papa kKeep- 
ing a bottle of old rye in the house can- 
not be thought of. What would Mr. Hig- 
gins, the minister, say? So off to the saloon 
Johnny and Papa go because they want to 
enjoy society their own way. 

Now, my very respectable clericals, you 
can exhort and pray and condemn al! you 
please, but until you can make a practical 
effort to counteract the saloon you do but 
waste your breath. I am no saloon habitue. 
I have reason to curse the saloon’s influ- 
ence, but I understand why they exist. 

Nothing better has been offered to serve 
the purpose. 

I know of a large ‘hall in London called 
Gatti’s, where a fine band discourses ex- 
cellent music, where an excellent cup of 
chocolate or coffee, or cigars can be ob- 
tained at very. moderate prices, where 
chess, checkers, and dominoes are provided 
free Of charge and no charge for admis- 
sion. The place is crowded nightly. The 
proprietor has made a fortune; every one 
conducts himself orderly and .well, and 
there are no clergymen ere, no hymns, 
or prayers.

Together with our commercial interest 
and love for liberty and humanity, our at- 
titude toward the poor women and children 
of the Transvaal is impractical, to say the 
east. . 

With the superior ability of America to 
compete and conquer in the commerce of 
the world, there is. no excuse why the 
American flag should not wave over the 
hearts of brother men in lovin 
and practical support for what 
just. The Boers have exemplifie 
est order of patriotiam, and sacrificed all 
forthe sake of liberty. Our interference, if 
it should be so called, is more legitimate in 
behalf of the Boers than in overcoming the 
Filipinos, because they do not love us. 

First—Tradition would justify our efforts 
in helping the ers. 

Second-—Our interest in South Africa is 
important commercially and industrially. 

hird—As the exponents of benevolence, 
humanity, and liberty, our right to interfere 
is without question. 

Some might say this involves sacrifice, 
Certainly. All righteous acts require sacri- 
fice, for life itself calls for sacrifice. Our 
interest in évery avenue of human endeavor 
ealls forth a ringing protest from every 
American throughout the world that the 
Boer war must stop. For, unless it. discon- 
tinues, humiliation and annihilation are cer- 
tain, and with the passing away of the 
Boers from South Africa what will take 
place? The finest fabric is often ruined by 
a stain that cannot be removed. 

It will be the red flag of England floating 
over busy market places, surrounded by 
beautiful municipal buildings, but the stain 
of an unrighetous and unchristian war 
will blot the escutcheon of the conqueror. 
This is not said because the writer hates 
England, for even if the British Empire 
should pass away, the memory and spirits 
of bygone heroes would not dispel Oxford 
and Cambridge from the minds of men.

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CROWDING ON BRIDGE TRAINS, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

During the rush hours at night the new 
arrangements and train service on the 
Brooklyn Bridge are the very worst that 
have ever been inflicted on the long-suffer- 
ing public. The closing up of one of the 
platforms at the New York terminal has 
crowded and congested the other platform 
and the stairways leading thereto almost to 
the limit of safety. We thought the crowd- 
ing was bad before, but we could at least 
walk freely along the passages and up the 
stairways, and when on the _ platform, 
by waiting one train, usually get a 
seat.

elevated passengers. As a matter of justice 
and honest dealing, the local bridge pas- 
sengers Should have parlor cars and plenty 
of them. As a matter of business policy, it 
seems strange that the railroad company 
should drive the best-paying class of bridge 
trayel away to the ferries. 

The public has many times longed for the 
old management under the city authorities. 
Then the endeavor was to see how many 
trains could be run over the bridge, and not 
how few, as at present. Then one could oe 
to read his paper by the electrie light in 
the cars; but now the light is so wretched 
that it is worse than the light furnished by 
the old_kerosene lamps of savory memory. 
Then the bridge management was of the 
best,°and no such foolish and idiotic ar- 
rangements as at present govern would 
have been dreamed of. much less tolerated.

OPEN FRONT DOORS IN CARS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I write to ask if there is any law or 
Board of Health regulation as to the clos- 
ing of the front doors of the cars of the 
New York City surfaceyrailroad during 
cold weather? I rode from Brooklyn Bridge 
to Harlem in Car 1,526, Conductor 1,219, 
to-night, arriving at One Hundred and 
Thirtieth Street at 11:30 P. M. At the 
bridge the front gates of the car were 
both closed, when there was no occasion 
for it, compelling those desirous of a ride 
to enter by the rear door, as they should 
do in cold weather. But as soon as the car 
started, the motorman of brains (in -his 
own estimation only) opened the gate of the 
platform, and from that time until the car 
arrived at One Hundred and Tenth Street 
it remained open, and passengers were cone 
tinually allowed to enter by the front door, 
to the great discomfiture and actual dane 
ger to the health of passengers in the car.

The driver 
either did not see her or expected she would 
step out of the way.

PAPYRI FROM OXYRHYNCUS. 


Received in Boston for Various Amer- 
ican Institutions. 


BOSTON, Feb. 5.--The gift of 118 papyri 
to American universities by the Egypt Ex- 
ploration Fund of London has recently been 
announced. These papyri, for immediate 
distribution, have just reached the Rev. Dr. 
W. C. Winsiow of Boston, the American 
Vice President of the society, who has ex- 
amined a portion of them. Among the six- 
teen papyri for Yale are portions of a lost 
comedy of the second century and of 
Plato’s Republic of the century before and 
after Christ. Harvard's share includes a 
fragment of Paul's Epistle to the Romiuns 
of Aloman, the chief lyric poet of Sparta, 


651 B. C., and seventeen other papyri. Co- 
lumbia receives Xenophon’s Hellenica, first 
century, a letter to the King of Macedon, 
and fourteen other pieces. 

Johns Hopkins gets extracts from Thucy- 
dides of the second century, two of Demos- 
thenes on the Crown, and thirteen other 
fragments. A piece of Herodotus of the 
second century, a complete contract for a 
loan in the reign of Nero, and eleven other 
pieces are assigned to Princeton. Of five 
papyri for Hamilton College, one is a letter 

the Clerk of the Court in the time of 
Trajan, acknowledging the receipt of a 
will; and of four papyri to Vassar College, 
one is about a loan of 3,000 drachmae of 
silver, which shows that 8 per cent. in- 
terest was then paid, (third century. 

Of the total 118 papyri, 29 are presented to 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

The larger part of the papyri are from 
Oxyrhyncus and the rest from various sites. 
The former is where the ‘‘ New Sayings of 
Jesus ’’ were found by the society, and also 
»ortions of St. Matthew, Mark, and John, 
ar antedating any other known texts. 


MARSDEN COMPANY'S REPORT. 


Three Factories in Operation—Stock- 
holders Elect Directors.

President Gibbs in his negert said that 
the company now has three large factories 
in successful operation besides two cutting 
plants and a fourth factory nearly com- 
pleted. It is intended soon to put them 
all on double time. Of the company’s fi- 
nances he said: 

Of the amount due from the International 
Smokeless Powder and Dynamite Company we 
have agreed to take $100,000 in the preferred 
stock of the company.

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—The Missouri Pacific 
Railroad has its headlights set in the di- 
rection of Chicago, over the Chicago and 
Kastern Illinois Railroad. H. H, Porter, 
the Federal Steel man, and former Presi- 
dent of the latter line, is anxious to sell 
the road, which he controls by virtue 
of the ownership of the majority of the 
stock. 

The Gould-Harriman interests, who own 
the Missouri Pacific, are as anxious to 
buy, and the men who are familiar with 


the railroad markets are unanimous in the 
opinion that the big Trans-Mississippi line 
will have a Chicago @ennection over Mr. 
Porter’s dividend-earning road, 

For a good many years the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois has had one foot on the 
bank of the Mississippi at Thebes, while on 
the further bank were the ends of the rails 
of the St. Louis Southwestern, a orur of 
the big Missouri Pacific. A little while ago 
the road owned by Mr. Porter decided to 
span the river, and Congress has recently 
given permission for the building of the 
bridge which wf unite the two roadways, 
and long before the bridge is completed the 
merging of the lines will an accom- 
plished fact. Indeed, it is believed that the 
mages was consummated within the last 
ew days. 

The officers of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois Railroad are Chicago men, but their 
interest in the road does not extend very 
far into the stock book. Mr. Porter has 
had a good investment, and he has not 
been scattering his holdings, but on the 
contrary, he has tied a lot of good, stout 
twine about his package of certificates so 
as to be able to get good returns by de- 
pares complete control to any good pur- 
chaser,

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ADDISON CAMMAGK DEAD 
One-Time Bear Leader of Wall 
Street Passes Away in This City. 


Gruff Broker Who Won Fame and For 
tune by His Daring Coups Began 
Life as Office Boy. 


Addison Cammack, the retired Wall Btreet 
stock broker and operator, died yesterday 
morning at his city home, 31 West Forty- 
ninth Street, in his seventy-fifth year. He 
had for several months suffered from 
Bright's disease. 

Addison Cammack was for twenty years 
the leader of the Wall Street bear clique, 
and his successor was James R. Keene, 
until the latter returned from Europe 
and got into the bull swim that was 
brought about by the election for a sec- 
ond term of President McKinley. Fa- 
miliarly termed “Cam” and “ Ursa Ma- 
jor,” his personality was interesting be- 
cause of his stature and brawn, and to 
those to whom he unbent—they were few— 
he became cherished. Under a rough and 
abrupt exterior he carried a heart of gold, 
did many acts of kindness, and hid them 
because they were not consonant with the 
reputation for unamiability which he never 
attempted to challenge. He in fact piqued 
himself on his brusqueness. 

Mr. Cammack was born at Hopkinsville, 
Ky. His father was of Scotch descent and had 
been a tobacco planter in Virginia. Young 
Cammack, when sixteen years old, faced 
the world as an office boy with the ship- 
ping house of G. P. Whitney & Co. at New 
Orleans. He had then a common school ed- 
ucation. Natural gifts and _ inclinations 
stimulated him in self-education so that in 
later years he was an excellent art critic 
and correct in musical taste. Always a 
plodder even in the most stirring times of 
his Wal] Street career, he worked up from 
the bottom rung of the ladder, and in 1861 
he had become senior partner in the house 
in which his initial commercial drudgery 
occurred, its style changing to Cammack & 
Converse. 

The firm at the outbreak of the civil war 
had established headquarters at Havana, 
Cuba, and controlled, with varying fort- 
unes, a fleet of blockade runners. The con- 
flict over, Cammack was in the whisky 
business in this city with J. W. George, as 
seorge & Co. After 1867 he traveled in 
Europe, and on his return settled down to 


study Wall Street methods. Presently, in 
1870, with Charies J. Osborne, Cammack 
formed the firm of Osborne & Cammack, 
which was dissolved in 1873. During its 
existence Jay Gould was a member of it, 
with a special partner’s contribution of 
$500,000. Other members were Edwin Cha- 
pin and E. C. Taylor. In these days Cam- 
mack and Osborne were, sartorially, strik- 
ing contrasts. The yachtsman set the fash- 
ions for the smart junior Wall Street bloods 
and made or marred the reputations of the 
tailors and haberdashers whom he patron- 
ized or discarded. ‘‘ Cam,” on the contrary, 
was almost as wholly disdainful of per- 
sonal appearance and fine toggery as is 
Russell Sage; in fact, he seemed to plume 
himself on his rough, ill-fitting garments 
and tousled aspect, and his manners to- 
ward all but those who gained his inti- 
macy were abrupt and deterrent. Many 
yet live who remember the nervous tension 
that prevailed in the offices of the firm 
when the bear leader plunged into his big 
leather chair, with his hat on and a big 
cigar in his teeth and glowered under a 
hat pulled well down at all but cronies who 
ventured to approach him, Not as many 
recall unsolicited succor that came to 
them in time of dire need from the gruff 
broker. No such aid was given except on 
the stipulation that the transaction must 
remain a secret. 

His firm dissolved, Cammack speculated 
as a free lance and cut a big swath as an 
operator who acted suddenly and boldly on 
well-studied plans. In his coups he was 
identified with many financiers and specu- 
lators, among them William R. Travers, 
George Osgood, Benjamin Carver, John 
George, J. Hunter, C. J. Woerishoefer, W. 
H. Vanderbilt, Henry N. Smith, and W. L. 
Scott. He did not become a member of the 
New York Stock Exchange until March 19, 
1875, and may be said to have abandoned 
the Street in 1895, although he did not sell 
his seat until Feb. 3, 1897. It was pur- 
chased for $18,000 by H. I. Dittman of La- 
zard Fréres. With the sale Mr. Cammack 
abandoned a life insurance in the Exchange 
of $10,000. Seats are now worth $50,000, 

Phases in this operator’s career were few. 
He was a bear for a quarter of a century 
except during the panic of 1884, when he 
laid by many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars by buying for a rise in a zero mar- 
ket. At the outset of his association with 
the Stock Exchange he had large transac- 
tions as a seller of stocks with the Twenty- 
third Street branch of Van Emburgh & At- 
terbury, and he and his associates came to 
be known as ‘‘the Twenty-third Street 
a designation due to exasperated 
and unfortunate bulls. Many stories of 
market manipulation came of these trans- 
actions. One of Cammack’s most profitable 
bear strokes was in 1885, when with H. N. 
Smith and C. J. Woerishoefer he made a 
set for Northern Pacific and ‘‘ hammered ”’ 
down the stock to a ‘market milking ”’ 
basis and the confounding of Henry Villard 
and his allies. 

Cammack made the Windsor Hotel his 
headquarters at night when in the prime of 
his reputation as a speculator, and none of 
those who gathered there was more court- 
ed or detested by the rival camps. Here in 
the Spring of 1884 Alexander Taylor, the 
broker-yachtsman, undertook to impeach 
“Cam’s”’ veracity and received a severe 
caning. 

Knowledge of railroad affairs was Cam- 
mack’s forte. He had accurate “ inside” 
information in regard to every road whose 
stocks were or were likely to become active 
and generally possessed complete data o 
railroad earnings before they reached the 
officers of the companies or were made 
public. 

Outside of his Wall Street environment 
Cammack’s tastes were for blooded horses, 
although he never owned what is gener- 
ally classed as a stable, but kept a few 
clever nags, pictures and art objects, and 
music. His social life and personal habits 
so far as indifference to appearance an 
running day speculation into night plan- 
ning, changed in 1886. On March 9 of that 
year, at Washington, D. C., he married 
Miss Mary Hildreth. They have two sons, 
and Mr. Cammack, when he sold his Stock 
Exchange seat in 1897, said that he had 
found that domesticity had so _ twined 
around him that he had decided to devote 
the remainder of his life to his family. His 
fortune then was estimated at more $1,200,- 
000. This included a home at Tuxedo and 
valuable real estate in his wife’s name. 

Mr. Cammack was a member of the Law- 
yers’, Lotos, New York Athletic, National 
Arts, New York Yacht, Tuxedo, Suburban 
Riding and Driving, and Metropolitan (of 
Washington) Clubs, and the Musical Arts 
Society. He was a Director of the Plaza 
Bank, the Eastern Insurance Company, and 
the Manhattan Storage and arehouse 
Company. 

The funeral will take place at St. 
Thomas’s Church on Friday morning at 
9:80 o'clock.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Robert Barr Todd. 


Robert Barr Todd, formerly justice of the 
Supreme Court of Louisiana, and a de- 
scendant of a famous old Kentucky fam- 
ily, died at the residence of his daughter, 
Miss Sallie C. Todd, 347 Greene Avenue, 
Brooklyn, Monday night. Judge Todd came 
to this city in search of health last July. 
He has suffered for a long time from a 
complication of disorders. 

He was born in Lexington, Ky., in 1826, 
and was the son of David Todd and Bliza 
Barr. His father was a distinguished law- 
yer of Kentucky and Missouri, being a 


Judge in the Booneville District Circuit 
Court of, the latter State for twenty-five 
years and an officer in the war of 1812. 
Judge Todd’s grandfather was Gen. Levi 
Todd, who-figured conspicuously in the 
early Indian wars of the last century. 

Judge Todd was also a first cousin to the 
wife of Abraham Lincoln. He was gradu- 
ated at the University of Missouri in_1843, 
and three years later L. accompanied Doni- 
yhan in his famous military expedition to 

fexico, being severely wounded. Two 
years later he settled in Morehouse Parish, 
La., where he had since resided, his home 
being in the town of Bastrop. He-was an 
Old Line Whig and took a leading part in 
politics, being elected to the State Legislat- 
ure in-the lower house and the Senate, and 
finally was appointed a member of the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1860, when he 
voted for secession. He was appointed to 
the Supreme Court of the State in 1880 and 
held that post for eight years. He was a 
Freemason for the last half century, and 
had long been a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

Judge Todd married in 1850 Miss Annie 
Ruth Brigham, daughter of Mayor James 
H. Brigham, a prominent planter of More- 
house Parish. She survives him with three 
sons, who live in Louisiana, and two daugh- 
ters, one of whom is Mrs. S. B. Daniels of 
206A Classon Avenue, Brooklyn. Judge 
Todd's body will be taken to Louisiana to- 
day for burial. 


Prof. Edward Elbridge Salisbury.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 5.—Prof. Ed- 
ward Elbridge Salisbury died this morning 
in his eighty-seventh year. In December 
the aged scholar suffered a severe attack 
of pneumonia, but seemed on the_road to 
recovery. Last Friday he had a relapse 
and death resulted early this morning. 

He was born in 1814, and was graduated 
from Yale in the class of '32. He studied 
theology at Yale for three years, and from 
1836 to 1839 prosecuted the study of Ori- 
ental languages under Silvestre de Sacy. 
A professorship of Arabic and Sanskrit 
was created for him at Yale in 1841. 

In 1854 he gave up the chair of Sanskrit 
to William D. Whitney, providing the en- 
dowment, and subsequently giving to the 
university his Oriental library. He had 
meanwhile been elected Corresponding Sec- 
retary of the American Oriental Society, 
and for several years he conducted the 
journal and labored for the prosperity of 
the society, of which he became President 
in 1863.

Prof. John Potter Marshall.

MEDFORD, Mass., Feb. 5.—Prof. John 
Potter Marshall, one of Tufts’s oldest and 
best-known professors, died at his home 
here to-day, aged seventy-seven years. 

Prof. Marshall was placed in charge of 
the scientific department of the college 
when it was founded, in 1854, and was the 
only member of the original Faculty living. 
Hle was born in Kingston, N. H., in 1828, 
and in 1840 entered Yale. After gradu- 
ating he began teaching at an academy in 
Effingham, N. H., where he remained for 
two yeats, resigning to Principal 
of the Lebanon Liberal Institute, which 
place he filled for two years more. He 
then went to Danvers, Mass., and became 
Principal of the high school. 

While there he was visited by Dr. Charles 
Leonard, now of Tufts Divinity School, 
but then a member of the Chelsea Board, 
and soon afterward Mr. Marshall became 
Principal of the Chelsea High School. He 
taught successfully in Chelsea until he re- 
ceived the offer of a professorship in the 
new college. He at first had charge of 
all the scientific work of the college; later 
his burdens were lightened, until only 
mineralogy and geology remained. These 
branches he taught up to the time of his 
retirement.

SENATOR PITNEY A JUSTICE. 


His Nomination Confirmed by the New 
Jersey Senate. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 5.—The nomina- 
tion of Senator Mahlon R. Pitney as a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, sent by Gov. 
Voorhees to the Senate this morning, was 
confirmed at once, and he was sworn in 
at noon by Justice Van Syckel. This ap- 
pointment comes in the wake of the recent 
selection of Justice Gunmere as Chief Jus- 
tice to succeed David Depue, resigned, and 


clears the way for Franklin Murphy in the 
fight for the Gubernatorial nomination. 

n addition to the appointment of Senator 
Pitney, the Governor sent in the name of 
Garret D. W. Vroom of Mercer County as 
lay Judge, to succeed Justice Charles E. 
Hendrickson, who has just been elevated 
to an Associate Justiceship in succession to 
the late Justice Ludlow. Under the rules 
of the Senate, Mr. Vroom’s nomination was 
laid over. 

As Mr. Pitney’s appointment does not 
take effect until Nov. 16, it will not inter- 
fere with his position as President of the 
Senate. His term as Senator expires this 
year. 

In the Senate this afternoon, Mr. Pitney 
introduced a concurrent resolution embrac- 
ing the Constitutional amendments sug- 
gested by the State Bar Association. The 
amendments provide for an independent 
Court of Errors, with a Chief Judge and 
four Associate Judges, make the Vice 
Chancellor’s Constitutional officers ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and make the 
Court of Pardons consist of the Governor, 
Chancellor, and Attorney General.

KENNEDY'S WIFE HELPS 
TO SELECT HIS JURY 


Seven Chosen Out of Twenty-eight 
Talesmen Examined. 


Justice Fureman in the Staten Island 
Dentist’s Retrial Commends the 
Special Jury Law. 


Seven jurors out of twenty-eight special 
talesmen examined were the net resuit of 
four hours ot examination and challenging 
by prosecution and defense in the second 
day of the retrial of Samuel J. Kennedy, 
the Staten Island dentist, once convicted 
of the murder of ‘‘ Dolly ” Reynolds, in the 
Grand Hotel, on the night of Aug. 15, 1898. 

Justice Fursman,-presiding in the Crim- 
inal Branch of the Supreme Court, where 
Kennedy is making his second struggle for 
life and liberty, commenting upon this re- 
sult, said that it proved undoubtedly the 
value and efficiency of the special jury 
law, the repeal of which 1s sought by some 
members of the Legislature, 

The accused man’s faithful wife, to whose 
efforts Dr. Kennedy owes his respite from 
the electric chair, greeted her husband at 
the doors of the prison pen some time be- 
fore the trial began, and just as the pris- 
oner was brought from the Tombs across 
the Bridge of Sighs. A uniformed turnkey 
silently swung back the barred door for 
her to enter, and, with a little sob, the 
devoted wife threw her arms around Dr. 
ixennedy’s neck and kissed him affection- 


ately. She was permitted to remain In con- 
versation with him some minutes, preceding 


him to the courtroom. Here she was al- 
lowed to seat herself at the counsel table 
beside her husband and Cantwell & Moore, 
his counsel. 

Each talesman, as his name was called, 
was closely scrutinized by her, and if his 
appearance or demeanor seemed to indi- 


cate that he favored the infliction of the 
death penalty, the defense peremptorily 
challenged upon her suggestion. The seven 
jurors selected, ran the comment in the 
courtroom, are a particularly lenient-look- 
ing set of men, and Mrs. Kennedy bright- 
ened up considerably as she scanned the 
seven iaces in the Jury box. 

John T. Ijams, a merchant, of 146 East 
Thirty-fifth Street, was the first talesman 
called. He said, in answer to ex-Assistant 
District Attorney McIntyre, who is pros- 
ecuting the case, that he was not opposed 
to capital punishment, that he did not 
know any of the principals or witnesses in 
the case, and that he was not prejudiced 
one way or the other. Lawyer Moore chal- 
lenged Mr. Ijams, and exercised this priv- 
jlege in three other cases. The State per- 
emptorily challenged eleven others. 

James Klaber of 125 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth Street, a marble im- 
porter, was the second talesman called.

RUMORS OF CONSOLIDATIONS. 


Lackawanna-Wabash Combination Pos- 
sible in the Future. 


Rumors were thick again yesterday of 
more railroad consolidations. The Iowa 
Central and the Minneapolis and St. Louis, 
the Missour!l Pacific and the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinols, and the Lackawanna and 
the Wabash were the roads singled out for 
developments vesterday. Officials of all 
of these lines declined to say anything 
either way. One, in explanation, said that 
he was tired out denying such reports 
and that he had made up his mind to make 
no further statements. 

Regarding the rumors about a_ Lacka- 
wanna-Wabash combination, an official of 
one of these lines said that he would not 
be surprised if such an alliance would 
come to pass during the next year. J 

“A railroad which runs out of New 
York,” said this official, ‘‘and which has 
no through Ine to Chicago, cannot hope to 
compete with lines which have_ through 
connections controlled by them. The Lack- 
awanna now ends at Buffalo. Its western 
connection is the Wabash. The Lacka- 
wanna being the richer of the two, it would 
only be natural if it should secure to itself 
this Western outlet. Yes, I look for a 
Lackawanna-Wabash combination, but not 
in the immediate future.” 


WESTERN LINES MAY MERGE. 


Report in Denver that Officials Are Get- 
ting Ready to Consolidate.

DENVER, Col., Feb. 5.—Prominent rail- 
road men here say that the Chicago, Rock

FATHER LET THE BURGLAR GO. 


President Birchall Had His Revolver, 
but Would Not Alarm His 
Sick Daughter. 


Because he did not want to frighten his 
seventeen-year-old daughter, who was ly- 
ing in her room critically ill, President W. 
H. Birchall of the Borough Bank refrained 
from shooting the fleeing burglar, who 
had got into his residence, at East One 
Hundred and Eighty-fourth Street and 
Creston Avenue, in the Bronx.

Meantime the burglar, alarmed, had start- 
ed down the staircase. Mr. Birchall came 
out with his revolver and saw the man go- 
ing down. He was about to fire at him 
when the nurse reminded him of his daugh- 
ter’s condition. Then the father let the 
man go, and did not even report the matter 
to the police. 


The death of Emma Boerke, nineteen 
years old, from osteosarcoma, or hard can- 
cer, of the skull, has caused much interest 
among the medical profession of Brooklyn.

STANDARD OIL DIVIDEND. 


At $20 a Share It Will Require the Dis- 
bursement of Nearly $20,000,000. 

A dividend of $20 a share was declared 
yesterday on the stock of the Standard Oil 
Company, being as large a dividend as the 
company ever paid. The payment will be 
made March 15, and will require the dis- 
bursement of nearly $20,000,000. In March 
of last year a twenty-dollar dividend was 
paid, but with this single exception the 
dividend declared yesterday is double any 
previous dividend, Last year the Standard 
Oil Company paid out in dividends nearly 
$48,000,000; being 48 per cent. on the capi- 
tal stock.

Mrs. Lawlor Brings Suit Against Dr. 
Bucklin, Who Managed Her 
Property. 


Dr. Charles A. Bucklin is the defendant in 
an action on trial before Justice Chester, in 


the Sunreme Court, in which the doctor's 


cousin, Mrs. Charlotte B. Lawlor, wants 
her cousin to render her an accounting for 
money and bonds which she alleges she 
placed tn his hands. 

According to the complaint,. Mrs. Lawlor 
inherited about $100,000 worth of property 
from her father, and prior to January, 18%, 
this property was managed for her by her 
uncle, George H. Newcomb.

Then, she declares, Dr. Bucklin offered to 
manage the property. Hetookentire charge 
of everything. She says that in 1897 the 
doctor induced her to sign a paper giving 
him absolute control of her property for 
five vears, and if she should die before the 
end of that period, without children, the 
property was to pass to the doctor. Shortly 
after this she married Joseph M. Lawlor. 

Later, on demand, Dr. Bucklin turned over 
to her the bulk of her property, she sign- 
ing a general release. Now Mrs. Lawlor al- 
leges that there is more money due her, and 
she wants the accounting, as well as the 
declaration that the general release is void. 
She specifically demands an accounting of 
$12,000 which was in a bank. 

Dr. Bucklin, in his answer, says that he 
has paid over all money due. 

The testimony yesterday consisted in Mrs. 
Lawlor identifying the different papers 
signed by her.

ALDERMEN, BESIEGED 
BY WOMEN, CAPITULATE 


Bedford Park’s Hapless Residents 
Will Now Get Water. 


~ 


Delegation of Housewives Listen to De- 
bate Qver Their Petition, and Retire 
Victorious to Thank the Mayor. 


They came through the swirling wind 
which swept across City Hall Park yester- 
day all decked out in new bonnets and 
fancy furs, and with cheeks reddened by 
the cold. They were a delegation of wom- 
en from Bedford Park, headed by Mrs. 
Frank Le Count Dowe, and their mission 
was to force the city officials to put water 
enough in the mains so that the house- 
wives would have water with which to 
‘**cook and wash clothes.”’ 

This was not the first time this delega- 
tion had visited the City Hall. Yesterday 
was to be a test between them and the ob- 
stinate members of the Board of Aldermen, 
who, according to Mayor Van Wyck, have 
been preventing the housewives from fill- 
ing their washtubs every Monday. The 
Mayor had advised them to go before the 
Board of Aldermen. They did so, and the 
Aldermen capitulated. 

The first business of the Aldermen was 
the consideration of the petition of the wo- 
men. There were 200 signers, all house- 
wives, residents of Bedford Park. The pe- 
tition set forth that the water which should 
go to the Bronx district was sold to the 
Westchester Water Company, and that the 
patrons of the water company had a su- 
perabundance of water, whiie the residents 
who had to depend on the city for a supply 
of water have been enduring a water fam- 
ine for some time. — 

The petition was in part as follows: el 

We believe it to be the intention of the Com- 
missioner of Water Supply to present to your 
board this day an application for an appropria- 
tion to erect a pumping station to force water 
from the old Croton Aqueduct to the Williams- 
bridge Reservoir, or to mains leading from the 
same which supply our district. 

We deem it right and proper that your honor- 
able body should understand fully the condition 
which exists, and in our opinion is the sole rea- 
son for the absolute lack of water in the district 
about three miles long. 

The petition then stated the facts of the 
contract made some years ago with the 
Westchester Water Company by which the 
company agreed to buy water from the city, 
and continued: 

This company sells water principally in West- 
chester County. The Commissioner told us that 
he. could not shut off this supply because a sec- 
tion of William's Bridge (this being now a portion 
of the Greater New York) is thus supplied. We 
desire to call your attention to the fact that all 
sections supplied by the Westchester Water Sup- 
ply Company have a superabundance of water at 
high pressure, while we, living within a few 
blecks of ‘the reservoir and on much lower 
ground, could not, until Saturday, get one drop 
of water for any purpose, for the past week, 
even by aid of pumps. 

We desire that you carefully consider another 
point: That after our visit to_the Commissioner 
and his Honor the Mayor on Friday, the follow- 
ing day there was a strong pressure in many of 
our houses up to the second stories, in some 
cases water flowing in bathrooms where water 
has not flowed for eighteen months, showing that 
water can be given in plenty if the Commissioner 
and his engineers so desire. 

The condition of affairs in this section we be- 
Heve to be beyond your possible conception; we 
may at any time have an epidemic of typhoid 
or other infectious diseases which would within 
a few weeks cause havoc in our midst. 

We have been told by the engineer not to ex- 
pect this flow to continue many days; which we 
‘ear might mean, should your board refuse to 
grant the appropriation asked for, our gates 
might be closed and we might again be without 
water. 

What we honestly believe can be done, and 
what we believe the Commissioner should be 
made to do, is to close, or partly close, the gates 
in the mains leading to the Westchester Water 
Supply Company, and so divert the force of 
water toward our section, and thereby supply 
the citizens for whom these mains were laid, and 
who pay taxes for th: same. 

Gentlemen, in a few words, force those gates 
of the Westchester Water Supply Company shut 
and keep them shut, and we, the citizens of 
the distressed district, will get the relief de- 
sired, and which we must have before the com- 
pletion of any contract for $80,000. 

The fight in the Board of Aldermen over 
this appropriation of $80,000 for the pumas 
station was whether the work should be 
done without public letting. The Tammany 
members wanted to force the appropriation 
through, giving ‘Commissioner Dalton full 
power without public letting to do the 
work. This was opposed by many mem- 
bers, and yesterday the Tammany men 
capitulated and put the public-letting clause 
‘n the resolution. 

The women occupied chairs and listened 
to the speeches. 

Alderman Bridges demanded the reading 
of a long newspaper clipping, in which 
Mayor Van Wyck censured the Board of 
Aldermen. 

“Is that the way to do, things?’ shouted 
Alderman Bridges. 

** Lay that on the table. 
water, not newspaper clippings,”’ 
Alderman Matthews.

“lt am glad that IT have been of assist- 
ance to you in your fight for better water 
facilities T will do all in my power to aid 
you. If at any time you need assistance, 
come and see me. I want to thank you 
women for making your needs known and 
coming forward in this matter, as other- 
wise the emergency might not have been 
met so promptly.”’

BROOKLYN’S WATER FAMINE. 


East New York Avenue Main Shut Off 
and Flow in All Others Decreased, 


The water famine which is always hover- 
ing over Brooklyn descended on the bor- 
ough again yesterday. The big East New 
York Avenue main was shut off completely 
and the flow in all the mains was de- 
creased, so that there was very little water 


to be had above the second floor in any 
part of Brooklyn. 

Deputy. Commissioner of Water Supply 
Moffett ordered the East New York Avenue 
main shut off at 12:41 o’clock in the after- 
noon. This affects the lower portions of 
the Eighth and Twenty-second Wards and 
Canarsie, as well as the part of the Thir- 
tieth Ward lying between Sixty-seventh 
and Wighty-sixth Streets. Chief Engineer 
Van Buren, when questioned, said that it 
Was necessary. 

““We have no water to speak of in the 
reservoirs,’’ he said, ‘‘and we had to cjose 
off the main to prevent serious conse- 
quences. The water consumers themselves 
are to blame for the present condition of 
uffairs, and the recent cold weather has 
made things worse. Shutting off the main 
is the only way to prevent the total con- 
sumption of the small reserve fund left in 
our reservoirs.”’

Appeal in Mrs. Howard Gould’s Case., 


The suit of Margaret Dillon and Mary F. 
Smith, dressmakers, against Mrs. Howard 
Gould to recover $1,175, alleged to be due 
for gowns furnished Mrs. Gould, was to 
have come up for trial in the City Court 
yesterday, but an appeal taken to the Ap- 
pellets erm of the Supreme Court pre- 

ted the trial of the case. Originally 


Mrs. Gould had asked the Court to have 
the action tried before a referee rather 
than before a jury. This application was 
granted by. Justice Hascalh, e plaintiffs 
then carried the case to the General Term 
of the City Court, which reversed Justice 
Hascall, and the action was set down for 
trial yesterday. When the case was called 
the notice of appeal to the Appellate Term 
was filed, and this acted as a stay. 


"LEGAL NOTES. 


EQUAL PROTECTION OF THE Laws,—The 
United States Supreme Court recently af- 
firmed the decision of the New York Court 
of Appeals, which sustained the judgment 
of the Appellate Division and of the Special 
Term of the Supreme Court, in this city, 
dismissing a writ of certiorari issued to 
review the proceedings of Edward P. Bar- 
ker and others, as Tax Commissioners, in 
assessing the capital stock of the New 
York Clearing House Building Company for 
1896. Justice Beekman, in dismissing the 
writ at Special Term in 1897 heid that the 
Tax Commissioners, after valuing, under 
the laws of 1857, the whole property owned 
by the corporation, whether real or per- 
sonal, from which aggregate was to be 
deducted the assessed value of the real 
estate, were not bound to value such real 
estate at its assessed value.. The Appellate 
Division in this city, in its affirmance, 
adopted Justice Beekman’s opinion. The 
United States Supreme Court last Decem- 
ber, in affirming the Court of Appeals, held, 
Justice Peckham delivering the opinion, 
that the mere fact that the law gives the 
Assessors in the case of corporations the 
chances to arrive at a correct valuation of 
the real estate of corporations, when they 
have but one in the case of individuals, 
cannot be held to be a denial to the corpo- 
ration of the equal protection of the laws, 
so long as the real estate of the corporation 
is, in fact, generally assessed at its full 
value. The Supreme Court held it could 
not, with reference to the action of the 
public and sworn officials of New York 
City, assume without evidence that they 
had violated the laws of their State, when 
the highest court of the State refused, in 
absence of evidence, to assume such viola- 
tion.

DUTIES OF ExEecuTorRs.—Surrogate Thomas 
has reversed and overruled portions of the 
findings of the referee, on the accounting 
of Edward C. Schaefer and George G. 
Schaefer, in reference to the estate of 
Frederick Shaefer of which they were exec- 
utors. The testator, with his brother, Max- 
imillian Schaefer, created the Schaefer 
Brewing Company, in which they had equal 
interests, and the two families shared with 
substantial equality in the large profits 
realized from the businéss. The accounting 
executors named were before, the testator 
died ‘and continued since as Directors and 
officers of the company. They personally 
owned an aggregate of 750 shares, and as 
executors hold 2,499 -shares. As officers 
and Directors, each received $8,000 a year, 
and since they became executors have also 
received $45,000 in excess of their salaries, 
which sum they claimed as extra compen- 
sation. Surrogate Thomas held it to be 
competent for the Surrogates’ Court to in- 
quire whether this money, nominally paid 
tor services, was not really and in fact 
given as a method of dividing profits. The 
Court holds that these moneys were not 
due the executors in whole or part for any 
seryices. He says that contrary to the pro- 
test of the beneficiaries under their father’s 
will, the executors may not retain for 
themselves what they equitably should 
share with the persons now entitled to the 
stock. He directs an apportionment of 
these moneys as profits of the corporation.
